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Republican Nominee for Governor, on the Face of the Returns, Tells the Post- Dispatch What 
With Missouri and How Conditions May Be Remedied. 


He Believes to Be Wrong 


Machine Politics, Fostered by Machine ‘Governors, 


Has 


Brought Misgovernment and Financial Embarrass- 
ment Upon the State, Where the Chief Aim of Law- 
Making and Law-Enforcing, He Says Has Been Par- 
tisan—He Favors a Budget System by Which the 
Appropriations and the. Revenues Can Be Made te 


Balance.

ORMER SUPREME JUDGE HENRY LAMM, 

p who on the face of the unofficial returns, 

was nominated to be the Republican can- 

didate for Governor of Missouri in Tuesday’s 

primary election, in a two-hours’ interview with 

the writer yesterday, outlined his views on many 

State issues and talked of some of the things he 

hopes to accomplish if he should be elected in 
November. 

Judge Lamm was resting on the verandas of 
his comfortable, old-fashioned home, which is 
surrounded by large elm and maple trees which 
he planted with his own hands more than 40 
years ago. In the cool south breeze, he was 
recovering from the physical and mental ‘fag’ 
resulting from the strenuous two nronths’ speak- 
ing campaign, which took him to nearly all sec- 
tions of the State. Toward the close of the 
campaign he traveled day and night, delivering 
from three to five speeches each 24 hours. This 
arduous task was performed at the direction of 
his campaign managers, under conditions that 
were most trying. The weather was intensely 
hot. Everywhere he went he saw cornfields 
withering from lack of rain and parching under 
the blazing sun. He traveled thousands of miles 
in stuffy day coaches and over rough country 
roads in automobiles. He slept at night in a 
Turkish-bath temperature in country hotels. 

In this campaign Judge Lamm wore out six 
strong men, who, by relays, accompanied him 
on his tour. But Judge Lamm, being only 70, 
withstood the hardships of campaigning remark- 
ably well, and to those who accompanied him, 
appeared to be stronger at the finish than at the 
beginning. 

From these few paragraphs the reader prob- 
ably has been impressed with the fact that Judge 
Lamm has great physical endurance, notwith- 
standing his three score and ten years. When 
he began to be seriously considered as a candi- 
date for Governor several months ago, it could 
be heard in every political circle: “Oh, Judge 
Lamm is a very fine man, but he is 70 years 
old!” The politiclans who opposed him—and 
they were nearly all against him, for reasons 
which will be explained later—spread the word 
all over the State that he was too old to be 
Governor. That was one of the reasons why 
Judge Lamm had to take the stump.

when they saw him! Instead of a bent, 

gray-haired, infirm old man, walking 
with a cane, they saw standing before them a 
strong, husky six-footer, straight as an arrow, 
with broad, powerful shoulders. He walked with 
the springy step of youth and on the platform 
he spoke with all the vigor and enthusiasm of a 
man of 40. There are few wrinkles in his slightly 
florid face and his reddish hair and mustache are 
only partly gray. 

‘It is sufficient to say that everywhere Judge 
Lamm went—and that was into the strongholds 
of the enemy—he won the support of the people, 
for he carried most of the counties that he visited. 
The impression that he was to be barred from the 
governorship on account of his age was disst- 
pated, and counties where, a few weeks ago, the 
politicians said he would get no votes, turned out 
enthusiastically for him and gave him a substan- 
tial majority over his opponents. 

“Judge Lamm, what, in your opinion, are some 
of the most serious evils from which the State is 
suffering at the present time?” I asked. 

“One of the great evils from which this State 
ie suffering,” Judge Lamm answered, “is the in- 
tense, rampant and unreasonable partisanship 
which permeates every institution in this State— 
politics, and personal politics at that. 

“Take, for instance, the penitentiary, which is 
one of the great business institutions of this 
State. It is the hotbed of partisanship. The 
guards, the petty officers of the prison—even the 
Yarden is the head of the Democratic party in this 
State—are all actuated and controlled by politics. 
These minor employes of the penitentiary have

be remedied. If I am elected Governor, it will be 
eliminated, because I shall make merit the first 
qualification for appointment. . 


[ Machine Governors Abuse State | 
66 NOTHER demoralizing thing is the 
A building up of a personal political 
machine on the part of the appoint- 
ing power. It has been the practice of some 
Governors to appoint personal followers to of- 
fice, instead of men well equipped for the duties 
of the office. The touchstone for holding office 
should be capacity and worth. That is the point, 
deep and far-reaching. The Constitution wisely 
prohibits the Governor from succeeding himself. 
The philosophy of that provision is that the 
Governor, with the vast appointing power in 
his hands, should be relieved of the temptation 
to abuse it for personal advancement. The mis- 
chief is just as great when the Governor runs 
for some other office. The praetical remedy 
would be to forbid the Governor from running 
for any other office during his term.” 

In these words of Judge Lamm will be found 
the secret reason why he was not a popular pri- 
mary candidate with Republican politicians. He 
was not partisan enough to please the party 
bosses. The bosses wanted assurance in ad- 
vance of the primary election that the “boys” 
would get all the jobs if a Republican Governor 
should be elected. The “boys” are the workers 
who make a lot of fuss about carrying their 
wards or counties. Some candidates for Gov- 
ernor were called before committees, meeting in 
secret, and asked as to what the “boys” could 
expect from them. 

But Judge Lamm was not one of them. The 
politiclans knew where he stood. He told me 
that during the entire campaign nobody asked 
him to promise a job. When he was Judge of 
the Supreme Court, he voted against removing 
some of the employes of the court, whose jobs 
were sought by politicians. This was used 
against him throughout the entire State in this 
primary election campaign. He went on the 
bench under a pledge to eliminate politics from 
the court, as far as he could do so, and here, in 
his Governorship campaign, he stood charged 
with lack of proper party fealty because he had 
not violated his piedge and injected politics into 
the highest tribunal in the State. 

Such is the irony of party politics. 

“Another illustratton of the evils of intense 
partisanship was found in the appointment of 
a Democrat to succeed the late Judge Brown on 
the Supreme bench,” Judge Lamm continued. 
“There were already six Democrats on the bench, 
Judge Brown having been the only Republican. 
It would have been ‘better for the State and 
better for the court if the Governor had seen fit 
to appoint some great Republican lawyer as the 
successor to Judge Brown. The Supreme Court 
is a court of the Republicans as well as the 
Democrats. It does not hurt the court to have 
representatives of both parties on the bench. 
The Presidents of the United States have always 
recognized that principle in the appointment of 
members of the United States Supreme Court. 
The result is that the Supreme Court of the 
United States is universally respected and es- 
teemed by Democrats and Republicans, I do, 
not mean to say the Supreme Court of Missouri 
is not esteemed, but it would have been better 
for the State and court to appoint a Republican. 


f “Take Police Out of Politics” | 
Saal 


‘6 A LONG the same line is the crying neces- 


sity of taking the police of the great 

cities entirely out of politics. A police- 
man is a soldier and nothing else. His duty is 
to preserve the peace and enforce the law. He 
is paid out of the common chest. To use the po- 
lice to aid one party or another, or one candidate 
against another, is a great wrong. I believe in 
St Louls you have gotten away from that, as ! 
have heard no complaint against the St. Louis po- 
lice during the past few years. But there was 
a time when the police of St. Louis participated in 
politics to a disgraceful extent. In Kansas City 
and St. Joseph the sftuation demands a drastic 
remedy, The people of Missouri will not tolerate

the meddling and interference of police in party 
politics.” 

During the interview Judge Lamm diverted him- 
self from discussion of State issues to explain how 
he became a candidate for Governor, and to say 
that if he should be elected he would never seek 
another office. When he retired from the Supreme 
bench in 1914, he went to his old home in Se- 
dalia to live among his neighbors. As a member 
of the Supreme Court he devoted himself assidu- 
ously to his tasks. He found little time for social 
diversions. He expected, on his return to Sedalia, 
to live out his life among the friends he had 
known for many years. He had no desire for 
further office holding. It was only after there 
had been a State-wide demand, persistent and un- 
yielding, that he enter the race for Governor, 
that he consented. This demand did not come 
primarily from politicians, but from men of many 
classes, familiar with Judge Lamm’s distinguished 
career as a jurist. He finally yielded to the de- 
mand, in the expectation that he would have no 
opposition for the fomination. In announcing to 
his friends his willingness to become a candi- 
date for the office, he fixed a standard to which 
the Governor should measure. Here is that 
standard: 


[ His Conception of Governorship | 
“A NOTHER reason for the hesitation was 
the doubt in my own mind, whether if 
elected, I could and would make a Gov- 
ernor coming up to the noble traditions of the 
office and the needs of the State. You will bear 
me witness that at no time did I look with indif- 
ference on the office. When nobly filled, it is an 
office worthy the aspiration, nay, the ambition, 
of any man—not one to-be given as a personal 
honor to him, or because he is hungry for it, 
but as giving a noble opportunity to render sub- 
stantial service to the people. A Governor of 
Missouri, it seems to me, should be a man who 
believes in work as the primest quality of manhood 
and who would give his days and nights to his 
task; for a mighty task it is in the fix we are in. 
, The citizen who toils, the teacher, the farmer, the 
} banker, the citizen of property and the poor man 
| with none, the courts, the laws, the schools, the 
charities, the prisoners in bonds, the roads, the 
corporations, the railroads, the cities, the coun- 
try, pabdlic decency, taxation, expenditures, all and 
more—much more—should come within the sym- 
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his functions in one or another phase of them. 
The Governor of this State should know and love 
the State and all its people, its history, its multi- 
form interests from the Big Tarkio in Atchigon to 
Eluk Chute in Pemiscot—from Elk River in Mc- 
Donald to Fox River in Clark. 
“He should not be a hidebound or narrow par- 
tisan, nor ‘play politics’ in office, but should live 
up to the precept that he serves his party best 
He should be a judge 
of men and be able, as far as in him lies, to en- 
courage and hold those administrative officers he 
appoints, not, God save the mark, to mere personal 
fealty to him and his ambition for his additional 
and subsequent preferment, but to fealty to high 
ideals and efficient work in public service. If such 
a Governor had a gift of speaking well, that would 
not be bad; but I call you to witness that a mere 
gift of fluent speaking will not make a good Gov- 
ernor, that in a government of free-born men, pub- 
lic speaking is often but an amusing or indifferent 
affair, and that a government by public speaking 
instead of by work is likely to be a weak govern- 
ment; for, believe me, there is a great gulf fixed 
between the greatness that comes from talk and 
the greatness that comes from things done. If he 
had a gift of writing well that would not be bad 
either. But if he could THINK well and if he had 
the divine gift of doing modestly his great work 
and forgetting about himself in utter devotion to 
his task, of letting the chips speak for him as a 
workman, and of getting praise not so much by 
going about personally and claiming it as by de- 
serving it, so that others would praise him—I say, 
if he could do that, it would be best and most of 
all. What a Governor he would make!—what an 
inspiration to every servant of the people!—how 
great the need of such an inspiration! 

“Heaven alone knows, I do not, whether I could 
measure up to such a standard, but you will per- 
mit me to say that if I did not, the sin would be 
with wide-open eyes; for if I know anything about 
the subject at all, I know what a good Governor 
should be. He should be a man of courage, not a 
mere stubborn man, but yet a man of convictions 
of broad and far vision, not a mere opportunist, 
whipped about by every passing fad or wind of 
doctrine; a student of the Constitution; a judge of 
valid laws, revering the fathers and their work, 
but with eyes open looking to the front; for I tell 
you this present day has its own problems and we 
can remember and accept the lessons of exporience, 
without resting on the settled belief that the book 

(o*% the science of government is a sealed book to 
which no new chapter can be added. He should 
be no man’s man or wear the collar of subserviency 
to any set of men, but should be tolerant, open- 
minded and great-hearted with all. Heaven alone 
knows whether I could make « Governor like that, 
but if a man among you thinks I wpuld not or that, 
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a man of tremendous physical en- 

durance. He wore out half a dozen 
younger men who attempted to tour the 
State with him during the last three weeks 
of the campaign. He traveled day and night, 
in the intensely hot weather, speaking from 
three to five times a day, and finished strong 
mentally and physically. 

The Republican nominee is siz feet tall, 
weighs more than 200 pounds, stands erect, 
and walks with a rapid, springy step. His 
thick reddish hair—he hasn't a sign of bald- 
ness —and mustache, are sprinkled with 
gray. His face is practically free from 
wrinkles: 

On the platform Judge Lamm speaks with 
great energy, and discusses political issues 
with a frankness and bluntness that some- 
times alarm his campaign managers and

J LAMM’S friends all accepted him at 


his word, for they believed firmly, that he 
would meet every requirement of his own 
standard, and that if elected Governor he would 
put in every day of the four years of his term 
trying to solve the great problems confronting 
the State. 
“Are there any other ills in our State gov- 
ernment?” 


“Of course,” Judge Lamm answered, “the great 
trouble is the hole the State is in financially. 

“This unfortunate condition affects our State 
University and all of our normal schools, and it 
affects the altruistic work of the State in a most 
deplorable way. I do not think the figures as to 
the exact financial condition of the State are 
accessible, but I believe when the next Legisla- 
ture meets it will be found that the State is in 
honor bound to pay claims and debts amounting 
to $2,000,000. 

“It is idle to say that no one can sue the 
State and that it does not owe. The public 
faith of the State is pledged and will have to 
be kept or we are dishonored. The pensions of 
the broken and indigent Confederate soldiers 
have not been paid, and I have seen estimates 
that we are behind.with them from $100,000 to 
$150,000. The State has pledged its faith to pay 
a ceftain share of the expense of hard-surfaced 
roads, under certain conditions, in localities 
where the road district and counties have ad- 
vanced money by subscription or bonds. 


“If the facts were known, the State is many 
thousands of dollars. behind in its share of these 
appropriations. Contracts have been made on the 
faith of appropriations to rebuild the State Nor- 
mal School at Warrensburg, and for the improve- 
ment and betterment of other State institutions. 
It cannot be said that the State will not have 
to pay appropriations when contracts have been 
let. The next Legislature will have to meet this 
situation. 


“The Federal Government made a magnificent 
appropriation to Missouri to aid in university 
farm extension work. This appropriation was ac- 
cepted under a pledge that the State would pay 
an equal amount for that purpose. That pledge 
is out and unkept. The other day the Federal 
Government passed a bill allowing Missouri to 
share in a great appropriation for road purposes 
on the high conditions that we should contribute 
dollar for dollar. There is not a dollar in the 
treasury to respond to the Government’s proposi- 
tion, although the Governor has accepted the Fed- 
eral money. The desperate conditions of the State 
was shown in the attempt, by a cold, highly tech- 
nical construction of the Constitution and stat- 
utes, to take away $300,000 or $400,000 belonging 
to the school children of the State, to be used for 
State expenditures along other lines, and which 
was only stopped by a decree of the Supreme 
Court.

| Favors the Budget System 
66 OMEBODY is to blame for the condition of 
S the State, and the party in power must 
be held to responsibility. I believe that 
many people think that the arduous work of keep- 
ing the appropriations within the revenue, and at 
the same time, keeping the appropriations so gen- 
erous for the altruistic work of the State, has been 
largely neglected. The glory that comes from 
a great appropriation is ours, but the modest 
glory that comes from trying to raise the reve- 
nue to méet the approprtation, is not ours. It 
seems to have been popular .o spend money on 
paper. All this should be at once and radically 
changed. 

“Now, the practical way of getting out of this 
hole must be found by the Legislature. It has been 
suggested, and wisely, too, that we should have 
what is known as the budget system. Of courses, 
all well-read citizens know that it wil, probably 


take an amendment to the Constitution to take 
away from the Legislature the power of appro- 
priating money. The budget system is a limita- 
tion on legislative power, and under the present 
Constitution it is doubtful if such limitation exists. 
If necessary, I should favor, of course, a constitu- 
tional change in that regard. In the absence of 
such a constitutional program as that and in the 
absence of the adoption of the budget system, it is 
idle to think that we are without some remedy. 


There never was a particle of excuse for the willful | 


and reckless estimate of revenue and the willful 
and reckless appropriations that lost sight of the 
fact that no money would come into the treasury 
to meet them. 

“Careful and resolute action on the part of the 
executive branch of the Government, together with 
a conscientious, earnest effort on the part of the 
legislative branch to keep our revenue adequate 
to proper appropriations and to keep our appro- 
priations within bounds of reasonable revenue 
would have prevented wur getting ne 
deplorable condition. 

“Our friends, the Democrats, must iianmiie take 
the responsibility for this condition. It seems to 
me that the Democratic party would be benefited 
by being defeated this fall. It looks to me as if 
the party needs the corrective influence of ad- 
versity, but, of course, I may be a little prejudiced 
on that score.” 

Judge Lamm said that he had not had time, on 
account of his pressing activities in his prelim- 
inary campaign, to give proper consideration to 
plans for raising additional revenues to meet the 
requirements of the State. The idea of a State 
income tax strikes him favorably, provided the 
Government returns to the method of raising reve- 
nue by increased tariff and thus leaves to the 
states the privilege of raising money by income 
taxation. 


{ Constitutional Changes Necessary | 


Ji. LAMM also discussed what he called 


a very respectable demand for a new Con 

stitution. He said that this demand was. 
emphasized by the repeated efforts that are 
made to amend the present Constitution te meet 
modern conditions. 

As a constitutional convention would be com 
prised of two delegates from each State senatorial 
district, Judge Lamm complained that the present 
gerrymander of the senatorial districts, which 
had been held by the Supreme Court to be 
illegal and unconstitutional, would stand as «@ 


barrier. The gerrymander of the districts, he 


said, had made it impossible for the Republican 
party to get a majority in the State Senate um 
less it was able to carry the State by 40,000, The 
present districting would make it impossible for 
the Republican party to get proper and fair rep- 
resentation in a constitutional convention, The 


State should be immediately redistricted fairly - 


as @ preliminary to the calling of a constitutional 
convention. Judge Lamm said that he could an 
undertake, in the course of a newspaper inter — 
view, to discuss the numerous defects in the — 
present Constitution, but that he hoped to have 
an opportunity to do so before the close ot the 


campaign.

‘As an education in important elvic concerns, 
the Municipal Play Day parade of St. Loufs de- 
partmental employes, yesterday, was an unexpect- 
ed success. The parade itself would have been 
more orderly if the traffic police had not per- 
mitted it to be halted and cut apart by moving 
street cars and other vehicles. : 
Most of the 40 floats in the parade and the 
numerous inscribed banners showed that the in- 
tention to make the display educational had 
been carried out with thought and thoroughness. 
The Water Department’s floats, for example, 
emphasized the facts that the present plant rep- 
resents an outlay of $33,000,000, has about 1000 
employes and furnishes 150,000,000 gallons of 
pure water a day, giving each home about 11 
barrels of pure water at a cost of five cents. 
Also, that leaks cause a waste of 10,000,000 gal- 
lofts of water daily, which the public has to pay 
for. 
And the last float called attention to the fact 
that, in spite of the enormous capacity of the 
existing plant, a new one would be needed by 
1926, in order to prevent a water famine.

THE ‘CHIFFONIERS’ OF THE BATTLEFIELDS 

“Never in the history of wars,” says the Zue- 
richer Nachrichten, “has a warring nation played 
the ‘rag-picker’ of the battlefields until now, when 
Germany daily carts away from among the 
trenches and the battle spots of yesterday all avail- 
able materials ‘to serve for the battle of to- 
morrow.” 

Not only guns in working order, rifles that can 
still be used, cannon, machine guns, sabers, ammu- 
nition, etc., are carefully expedited behind the 
lines, for rehabilitation and further use; but 
leather belts, harness, boots and helmets; brass 
and copper in all sorts of accoutrements; metal in 
gun fragments, exploded or partially shattered 
missiles, even solid shot wherever found, horse 
hides and metallic or leather debris from wrecked 
dwellings; fragments of rubber, whether of cast- 
off tires, wearing apparel or water hose; lead 
pipe from conduits of all softs; copper gutterings, 
bronze statuary, metal kitchen utensils found in 
newly covered territory—all these things are cart- 
ed back to Germany. One of the most sought- for 
materials seems to be paper, 

While the report that the fallen soldiers are 
strippeg of their clothing may not be true, this 
much is certain, though, that the bodies that are 
cremated yield a portion of the half-wool gar- 
ments that are arriving daily in Mayence and Cob- 
lentz to be wrought over into new clothes.

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Fryatt Condemned 
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_ ANEW LAW OF THE SEA. 

. In considering the 
| Fryatt execution it must be remembered that in 
| England there are scores of German captives who 
' &fe regarded as murderers by the British, but who 
» have been treated as honorable prisoners of war. 
’ These prisoners have been taken from submarines 
- known to have sent peaceful merchant ships to the 
_ bottom with innocent noncombatants aboard and 
_ trom Zeppelins known to have dropped bombs on 
' Unarmed cities and villages, causing the deaths of 
- Women and children. 

' Judging by the facts in the Fryatt case given 
' gut by Berlin, the execution is indefensible. The 
’ facts are as follows: 

' On March 28, 1915, Capt. Fryatt, command- 
' ing a British merchant steamship, attempted 
to ram the German submarine U-33 near the 
Maas Lightship. The submarine had sig- 
naled the steamship to show her flag and stop, 
but Capt. Fryatt tried to run down the U boat. 
The submarine escaped by diving. 

On Jure 24, last, a German torpedo flotilla 
captured the steamship Brussels and took 
Capt. Fryatt prisoner. He was tried before a 
German naval courtmartial and shot to death.

It is doubtless suspected, too, that 
this savage act was perpetrated in the hope that 
retaliation by England might lead to the war of 
reprisals into which powerful influences in Ger- 
many have been trying to force the German Gov- 
ernment, and that the Tirpitz faction would be de- 
lighted if the British should take up the challenge.

It may be objected that this encourages pharisaical 
self-complacency, but if the result is attained the 
motive need not be too critically analyzed. 


FRANC-TIREUR “CitiMES.” 

New York Times: There is of relevance—out 
of Germany—to the shooting of Capt. Fryatt in 
the fact that Prussia by a sternly worded law im- 
poses on all its inhabitants, civilian as well as 
military, the duty, when the state is invaded by 
an alien foe, of seizing any weapons at hand and 
using them with all possible vigor, no matter 
what personal peril may follow. 

This is, of course, not incitement, but command, 
to commit, if not exactly the “‘francs-tireur’’ crime 
for which the merchant captain died, a crime in es- 
sence the same, and between it and those for 


which the Belgians were so fiercely denounced }, 


and so ruthlessly punished there is no difference 
whatever. 

Probably some of the Belgians did do what al! 
Prussians and, by natural extension now, what 
ali Germans are ordered to do in case of foreign 
invasion. Only Germans think the less of them 
for it, and it would,gill become us, with our rev- 
erence for the “francs-tireur” who with far less 
excuse killed’ British soldiers from behind the 
stone walls of Concord and Lexington, to condemn 
even the most guilty of the Belgians. 

As for Capt. Fryatt, his attempt to sink the 
submarine was, indeed, at his peril while it was 
in progress, but his status thereafter was that of 
any other merchant captain. He was punishable 
under that custom of civilized nations which {is 
called international law only while defending his 
ship from the instant destruction assumed by 
him to be intended. Germans alone make that a 
“franc-tireur” crime, and, whenever they can, 
penalize it with death. 


STILL MAKING MARTYRS. 


Chicago Herald: Undoubtedly the German 
idea was that executing Capt. Fryatt for attacking 
a German submarine would terrify other British 
seamen. Any such notion merely illustrates anew 
the extraordinary failure of the official German 
mind, with all its laborious industry, to grasp 
the popular psychology of other peoples. 

To his own people Fryatt will never be a crim- 
inal, but always a hero and martyr. The next 
British sea captain who gets a chance to ram a 
German submarine will have added to his gen- 
eral impulse to do it the special incentive of 
“evening up for Fryatt.” He will be more ready 
to “take the chance” than he was before. 

German statecraft has been frequently lauded 
as supremely practical It shows that supreme 
impracticability which results from a great de- 
ficiency in imagination when it thus persists in 


martyr-making. 
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Hughes’ Speech of Acceptance 


STRONG MAN’S STRONG WORDS. 
Pittsburg Gazette-Times (Rep.): A strong 
man spoke last night, primarily to his party, 
which has called him to lead it in the national 
campaign now opened, but in a larger sense to 
the whole nation, when Charles Evans Hughes ac- 
cepted the Republican nomination to the presi- 
dency. Democrats have been pretending annoy- 
ance that Mr. Hughes has not made the welkin 
ring with his declarations of policy in the few 
short weeks since the convention adjourned; now 
they will wish he were tonguetied. No more 
lucid exposure of the failures of the Democratic 
administration, of its ineptitude as a governing 
force, of its weakness in maintaining American 
rights abroad and conserving American interests 
at home, has been delivered. And every charge 
which Mr. Hughes brings against the Democratic 
administration under the leadership of Woodrow 
Wilson carries with it the assurance that a cure 
for the existing humiliations and disasters will be 
rrovided in the restoration of the Republican 


) party to control. 


JUST A STUMP SPEECH. 

Cleveland Plain-Dealer (Ind. Dem.) The pol- 
icies of vigorous Americanism that Judge Hughes 
commends are precisely the same that President 
Wilson has been contending for from the begin- 
ning. The Judge’s Americanism is not one whit 
stronger or more patriotic than the President’s 
Americanism. There is no bit of evidence any- 
where, in the speech or elsewhere, that Judge 
Hughes would more ably or more forcefully in- 
terpret America to the world than President Wil- 
son has done. 

Judge Hughes has delivered an ordinary po- 
litical stump-speech, longer than the ordinary 
campaign address, better worded than. the aver- 
age; but merely an appeal, and nothing more, 
to the spirit of unthinking partisanship that de- 
sires to see “‘the old party’’ back in the seat of 
power. He has gone out into the highways and 
byways of narrow gauge politics, gathering gossip 
and working it, with what skill he could summon, 
into a broadside attack upon the President he 
would supplant. 

Practically the whole effort is one of fault- 
finding. From start to finish it is destructive. 
Nowhere does the candidate rise to the dignity of 
making a specific constructive suggestion. 


INDEFINITE ON MEXICO. 

New York Evening Post (Ind.): He put a 
great many of his eggs into the Mexican basket. 
His most ardent and persistent assault upon Pres- 
ident Wilson was for his Mexican policy. The in- 
dictment of it which Mr. Hughes framed last 
night was severe, and it would be a bold man who 
should deny that in large part it was warranted. 
Here Mr. Wilson is exceedingly vulnerable. But 
when the long array of mistakes and inconsis- 
tencies and failures is ended we look for the al- 
ternative, and what does Mr. Hughes give us? 
Merely that the Republicans, echoing all of Mr. 
Wilson’s words of sympathy for distraught Mex- 
ico, with disclaimers of a desire for ‘‘any part 
of her territory,” will “insist in a firm and candid 
manner upon the performance of international ob- 
ligations.” But in that there is no getting down 
to brass tacks. It is only words, and again words, 
of the same kind that, when used by the Presi- 
dent, have been declared to be so futile and ig- 
nominious. Moreover, if a Joint Commission pro- 
ceeds in the next two months to settle every 
dispute with Mexico, and to help to set her on her 


feet again, where will Mr. Hughes be left? Will 
he go on thundering about the awful things that 
were, the splendid things that might have been, 
and ignore the good things that actually are? 
He is plainly risking much in concentrating so 
large a part of his offensive upon Mexican policies. 
Events may leave his attack all in the air before 
November. 


SIGNIFICANT OMISSIONS. 

Springfield Republican (Ind.): One of the 
disappointments of this speech is that Mr Hughes 
avoids telling us what he would have done. He 
dodges the issue of Gen. Huerta, saying that “the 
question is not as to the nor~e*ognition of 
Huerta.” Yet that was the most ital point in 
the development of President Wilson's Mexican 
policy, as former Ambassador Henry Lane Wilson 
has rightly insisted. We are left in the dark as 
to what Mr. Hughes would have done, although, 
along broad lines of development, everything that 
has happened in the past three years bas logically 
resulted from the refusal by Bresidenc Wilson to 
recognize’ the assassin dictator. And so, too, 
while finding fault with the seizure of Vera Cruz, 
the recognition of Carranza, the Pershing expedi- 
tion into Mexico and the mobilization of the 
national guard, Hughes nowhere indicates what 
he would have done had he been President. 

Mr. Hughes is severe in his condemnation of 
President Wilson's policy with reference to the 
European war. He thinks the Power that invad- 
ed and conquered Belgium in double-fisted defi- 
ance of England would have feared to sink the 
Lusitania if only someone else had been Presi- 
dent of the United States. There is no recogni- 
tion of the fact that Germany has stopped sub- 
marine warfare on merchant shipping solely be- 
cause of Mr. Wilson, no recognition of the fact 
that if a shred of international law is left after 
two years of the greatest war in history, the world 
is indebted and always will be indebted to the 
Government of the United States under the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Wilson. 

But what would Mr. Hughes do with reference 
to the European war, in case he were to be elect- 
ed? Would he.join one side or the other? Would 
he forthwith demand specific disavowal from Ger- 
many of the Lusitania’s sinking? Would he 
threaten England with reprisals on account of the 
blockade? No one could know from his speech 
what Mr. Hughes would do, but we do know with 
sufficient precision what to expect of President 
Wilson. 


A CONSTRUCTIVE PROGRAM. 
Philadelphia Ledger (Ind.): More important 
than his arraignment of the Democracy is his 
program of positive policies. He declares in most 
unmistakable terms for a restoration of the pro- 
tective tariff framed under the advice of trade ex- 
perts for the purpose of safeguarding American 
economic independence and preventing the Amer- 
ican workman from suffering “in the competitive 
struggle that is about to come.” He believes in 
adequate preparedness on both land and sea. He 
demands the development of the merchant marine 
and opposes compelling our ship owners to com- 
pete with Government-owned vessels. He stands 
for woman suffrage. He regards our attitude to- 


‘ward the Philippines as one of moral obligation. 


He stands for civil service reform and for a na- 
tional budget system. They keynote of the whole 
address was contained in one of the opening sen- 
tences, in which he declared for “America first 
and America efficient.”

TWISTING THE LION’S TAIL. 

New York Globe: The general right of a 
belligerent Government to control the trading 
activities of its nationals is unchallengeable. Our 
statutes confer this right on our Government. It 
is also unchallengeable that a belligerent Govern- 
ment may identify as enemies concerns in neutral 
countries. We did this during the Civil War when 
firms trading with the Confederacy pretended to 
bo British. Could one perceive of Lincoln or Se- 
ward permitting an American owned and manned 
ship tod accept from the Trenholm firm at Liver- 
pool a cargo for Nassau or Havana that there was 
reason to believe would be sent into the Con- 
federacy? It is not necessary to answer the ques- 
tion. Great Britain as a belligerent must be 
conceded by us in this war the liberty of action 
that we have claimed and exercised when a bellig- 
erent. 

The Polk note will furnish to the friends of the 
national administration material for reply when 
the President is assailed as having leaned toward 
the allies. Quoting its generalities and its menaces, 
it will be pointed out how vigorously the lion’s tail 
has been twisted. But reading the note with care, 


it is difficult to discover what is the doctrine. 


it pretends to uphold. The public has suspended 
judgment as to a matter as to which it was little 
instructed until the State Department spoke. It 
was believed that the basis of the American pro- 
test, if one was made, would be made clear. In- 
stead there is a rhetorical effusion that conspic- 
uously avoids a discussion of the issue supposed to 
be in dispute. 


AN UNFRIENDLY ACT. 

Philadelphia Press: The American reply to 
the British announcement of its blacklisting of 
certain American firms and companies is a sharp 
and deserved rebuke to a piece of effrontery. We 
insist that the belligerents of Europe shall confine 
their warfare to the declared belligerents and 
not attempt to inflict punishment on citizens of 
the United States as a side issue. 


Great Britain forbidding its subjects to deal with 
certain Americans that are carrying on a legiti- 
mate trade with Germany is an unfriendly act. 


BRITAIN YIELDS TO PROTEST, 

New York World: The Washington Govern- 
ment’s protest against the British biacklisting of 
business houses domiciled in the United States, 
now published, has virtually been answered in ad- 
vance of the publication and apparently in ad- 
vance of its reception at the British Foreign Of- 
fice. This answer amounts to an admission of the 
soundness of the Washington position and a prom- 
ise that it will be conformed to in British action. 

Even as a direct boycott by British nationals 
of American houses listed as traders with the 
enemy, British action has been modified. British 
subjects are not forbidden unconditionally to pay 
current debts owing to these houses. As an in- 
direct or secondary boycott, we are assured that 
it has not been given and will not be given any 
such character. Neutrals trading with these houses 
are not affected unless they should persistently 
act as a cover for their operations, 


The boycott is a mischievous thing, and a pri- 
mary boycott, once started, is only with the great- 
est difficulty prevented from extending into the 


much more mischievous thing known as the sec-

right to force upon its subjects a direct boycott 
of traders with the enemy wherever domiciled. 
But it must take care that these prohibitions do 
not affect the trading rights of neutrals in relation 
to these traders with the enemy. 

In so far as the Rritish Government can make 
good its assurances to this effect, the American 
protest has already proved effective. 


Militiamen’s Votes |

The question of enabiing 


new crisis should develop. In the circumstances 
it seems probable that no move will be made at 
present toward obtaining special legislation im 
this connection. But in the uncomfortable state 
of affairs in Mexico a crisis develops easily and 
quickly, and it is quite possible that the troops 
may be kept on the border for a longer perfod 
than is now anticipated by the euthorities in 
charge. The problem of securing them in the ex- 
ercise of their franchise will therefore be a eubé 
ject of inquiry. 


In New York State, which has 17,000 absent 
guardsmen, this question is more especially «a 
topic of discussion. There is a difference of opin+ 
ion as to the bearing of the Constitution in this 
relation. The organic law of the state provides 
that “in time of war no elector in the military 
service of the state or of the United States, in 
the army or navy thereof, shall be deprived of his 
vote by reason of his absence from such (his 
own) election district.” In pursuance of this pro- 
vision the Legislature is empowered to designate 
the manner, time and place in which the absentées 
may vote and make due provision for the returti 
and canvass of their votes. The question {is 
whether the phrase “in time of war” has the effect 
of debarring the Legislature from providing for 
absentee voting on the part of citizens away on 
military duty when a state of war is not actually 
in evidence, and the further question is suggested 
of what constitutes a stdte of war. 


Our Massachusetts Constitution contains g6 
specific reference to this problem, and opinions 
as to the Legislature's power to deal with such 
an emergency will be awaited with interest. I 
seems a fair presumption that the Legislature has 
the necessary power, but action between now and 
November would necessitate an extra session. In 
a close contest the barring of thousands of militte- 
men from the exercise of their franchise migtt 
be a factor of serious importance. In all proba- 
bility no state will be so close that the outcome 
will hinge on this factor, but we cannot forget 
that in the Blaine-Cleveland contest in 1884 the 
election of a President was decided by about 1000 
votes in the As a matter of princi- 
ple, the privilege of absentee voting should be 
granted to citizens kept away on military | 
whether the occasion be war or the effort to pre 
vent war.

At a meeting of the 
Board of Curators of the 
State University, August 
3, the School of Mines 
was authorized to confer 
the additional degrees of 
Mechanical Engineer, 
Electrical Engineer and 
Chemical Engineer. 
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The Missouri School of Mines and 
Metallurgy, located at Rolla, is one 
of the State institutions of which 
the citizens may well be proud. It 
is sharing in the general prosperity 
of the mining industry and now 
numbers more than 280 students, 
making it in point of attendance the 
largest mining school in the country. 

The School of Mines was estab- 
lished in 1871 and is the second old- 
est mining school in the United 
States The plant has been add- 
ed to year by year until there 
are now seven buildings devoted re- 
spectively to the departments of 
Metallurgy, Geology and Mining, 
Chemistry, Power Plant, Offices and 
Assembly Hall, Forge and Machine 
Shops, and Gymnasium. The latter 
building (shown in illustration) was 
just completed during the past year 
and is filling a long felt want. The 
campus consists of 28 acres in the 
north part of Rolla and with its 
beautiful trees and walks presents 
an appearance in keeping with the 
rest of the institution. 

The Mining Experiment Station, 
which is a part of the School of 
Mines, was established to work on 
problems of interest to the mining 
profession at large, and especially 
to aid in developing the mineral re- 
sources of Missouri. At present the 
problem of concentrating ores by 
flotation is receiving especial atten- 
tion. The work is beifig done in 
conjunction with the United States 
Bureau of Mines, the State Geologt- 
cal Survey and the Joplin opera- 
tors. Many other problems are also 
being investigated. The laboratories 
and equipment of the school are al- 
ways at the service of mining men 
of the State. The ore dressing 
laboratory, which contains practical- 
ly all of the various machines used 
fn concentrating ores, is especially 
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ed by the State and National Government on the School of Mines during the forty-six. years of 


its existence. 


_ In conjunction with the State Geological Survey and the U. S. Bureau of Mines, it is assist- 
ing the mine operators of the State in working out new milling and metallurgical processes for 
increasing’ the efficiency of mining operations and for conserving the mine

valuable, as complete mill tests for 


determining the proper methods of 


concentrating ores can be made 
therein. 

The courses given at the school 
consists of Mining, Metallurgy, 
Chemistry, Civil Engineering and 
General Science. The work of the 
Mining Engineer is so broad in scope 
that a modern, properly equipped 


mining school is really a polytechnic 


institution where nearly all en- 
gineering branches must be taught. 

Eighty-five per cent of the gradu- 
ates follow the profession for which 
they were educated. That Mining 
Engineering is not a dangerous pro- 
fession, as is popularly believed, is 
evidenced by the fact that out of 
459 graduates 445 are still living. 

The town of Rolla itself is an 
ideal place for a school. It is in the 
heart of the Ozarks, where the climate 
fs healthful and delightful, where 
living is cheap and good, and where 
there are few distractions to inter- 
fere with college -work. One of the 
great advantages of the Missouri 
School of Mines is that the cost of 
attending school here is only about 
one-half as much as at other similar 
institutions, whereas the grade of 
instruction is fully as good. This 
fact is due largely to its location in 
Rolla. Also from the location the 
mines of both fhe Joplin and South- 
east Lead districts, the smelters of 
St. Louis and vicinity and the IIli- 
nois coal fields are all accessible, 
and inspection trips are made each 
year by different classes to these 
points. 

As there are no mines in the im- 
mediate vicinity, an experimental 
mine has lately been equipped near 
the school, where students are given 
an opportunity to do underground 
work, consisting of drilling with air 
and electric drills, blasting, timber- 
ing, etc., and where the principles 
of breaking ground and supporting 


excavation can be taught to the best 
advantage. 

One of the strongest features of 
the school has always been its 
courses in Metallurgy, and many of 
its graduates are engaged in the 
smelting industry both in Missouri 
and elsewhere. The city of St. Louis 
and vicinity offers exceptional op 
portunities for the study of various 
smelting enterprises and is visited 
each year by the members of the 
Senior Class. 

A large percentage of M. S. M. 
men have done and are*doing things 
worth while. Here are a few selected 
from many that are holding most 
responsible positions: 

Frank W. Wilson rose to be chief 
bridge engineer of the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem of railways and designed the 
New York Central bridge over the 
Harlem River. At the time it was 
built it was the largest draw span in 
the world. Mr. Wilson is now a con- 
sulting engineer in Boston, Mass. 

W. S. Thomas was the first to coke 
successfully the Montana coals. Pre- 
vious to that time the Anaconda 
company had to get its coke from 
Pittsburg, Pa. Mr. Thomas is now 
with the United States Smelting and 
Refining Co., Redding, Cal. 

S. J. Gormley was the first to take 
the copper out of the mine water at 
Butte before the water was pumped 
to the surface, thereby effecting a 
great economic gain. Mr. Gromley 
is now with the Republic Smelting 
Corporation, Los Angeles, Cal. 

H. R. Hanley has perfected and 
put into successful operation a 
method of extracting the zinc elec- 
trolytically from the complex copper 
zinc ores of the Rocky Mountain 
region. This process makes avail- 
able for working millions of dollars 
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worth of ore which was previously 
considered worthless. Mr. Hanley 
is with the Bully Hill Copper Co., 
Winthrop, Cal. 

C. C. Conover has developed a 
process for separating the unburned 
coal in the process of zinc smelting 
so as to reduce the bulk to be treated 
to 10 per cent of what was formerly 


-treated.__-_Mr. Conover is with the 


National Zinc Go., Springfield, I11. 

J. W. Bodman by the application 
of ore dressing methods and ma- 
chinery to problems in soap manu- 
facture effected great economy in 
operation and improvement in the 
products. Mr. Bodman is with the 
Fairbanks Soap Co., Chicago, III. 

The standard for graduation has 
always been maintained at a high 
mark. 

Several years ago Clifton Spencer 
after graduating from Rolla went to 
Cornell. The college authorities 
wanted to set him back because 
Rolla was not known at Ithaca, but 
Spencer said “I will take an ex- 
amination first.” He came through 
the examination in fine style and 
gave the Cornell professors a high 
opinion of the character of the in- 
struction at Rolla. Last year Mar- 
vin Kelly went to the University of 
Chicago to study for the Ph. D. de- 
gree. After being tried out for a 
quarter, he was told that his B. S. 
degree was equivalent to the B. S. 
degree from the University of Chi- 
cago. 

Prof. E. G. Harris invented the air- 
lift pump used for emptying the 
enormous syphon thit passes the 
water supply of New York City un- 
der the Hudson River.

(Durward Copeland, Professor of ) etal- 
lurgy in the Missouri School of Mines, 
has had a year's leave of absence, during 
which time a large South American Tin 
Company (Compania Fstanifera de 
Liallagua, Sanitago de Chile) has em- 
ployed him at $1000 a month and ex- 
penses to visit Wales and Singapore to 
study the tin mining and milling methods 


for the purpose of introducing new meth- 
ods in the South American practice.

T. S. Carnahan is mining engineer 
for the Utah Copper Co., which has 
a monthly output of $3,000,000 to 
$4,000,000. 

A. G. Wishon is general manager

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general manager of the San Joaquin 
Light and Power Corporation of 
Fresno, Cal. This corporation em- 
ploys 1500 people and has done a 
wonderful work in developing the 
agricultural interests of this part of 
California. 

D. C. Jackling is the foremost 
operating mining engineer in the 
world. Everybody has to take off his 
hat to Jackling. The Jackling cop- 
per companies will mine not less 
than 21,000,000 tons of copper ore 
this year, yielding over $100,000,000. 
Only three of the great railway sys- 
tems of the country have a gross in- 
come exceeding this amount. This 
money comes from ore that was con- 
sidered worthless 15 years ago, until 
Jackling showed how to work it. Not 
only has Jackling made his mark in 
copper, but he has been equally suc- 
cessful in gold mining. 

The Alaska Gold Mines at its Cas- 
tineau plant mines and hauls the ore 
two miles underground and runs it 
through the concentrator for a total 
cost of 60 cents a ton—less than 
half the cost of previous plants.

He 
laughingly remarked that if he should

and wing duncing. Judge Lamm is a 
great reader.

T helped to perpetuate this idea in its d@ 
cisions—the late Judge Gantt—came be- 
fore the court in an election contest in 
which the secrecy of the ballot was 
again an issue as against its purity. It 
gave Judge Lamm great satisfaction to 
help overthrow the line of decisions 
which did so much to encourage fraud 
in elections in St. Louis, since the poli- 
ticlans knew that the ballot boxes could 
not be opened and the fraud uncovered 
and used as evidence against them. In 
the decision which he wrote on this 
subject Judge Lamm said: 

When this court adopted the view 

that fraud could worm itself into and 
tind sanctuary in the ballot box, that 
the ballot box could be nailed up with 
its abominable secret of fraud safely 
hid away in its bowels, it thereby 
unintentionally put a barrier not to 
be overleaped in the way of proving 
fraud in election contests. Whereby 
the law, which abhors fraud, which 
delights to follow it relentlessly high 
and low and snatch away its fruits 
from its doors, which thereto permits 
a wide and minute search for it, 
which is fond of declaring that fraud 
violates everything polluted by its 
dirty hands, supinely permitted itself 
to stand baffled, helpless, puzzle- 
headed and paralyzed before fraud in 
the ballot box, messieurs, the assas- 
sins of the ballot might well smile 
when they awoke to take that view 
of it. 
There were many cases in the court 
during. his term of service involving 
the rights of corporations and individ- 
uals. Judge Lamm uniformly placed hu- 
man rights above corporate rights. In 
one of his decisions, he said: 

When in a court of justice the man 
is fairly in the balance with the dol- 
lar, then it is not sentiment only, 
but the cold, clear law to say that 
the man goes down in the scale and 
the dollar kicks the beam. The man ” 
comes first in the law. It is one 
of the glories of the law that it is so 
written in the books. 

Judge Lamm is the owner of a dairy 
farm in Pettis County. As a member 
of the Supreme Court he laid down the 
law for all dairymen, including himself. 
In a case involving the adulteration of 
milk, he wrote: 

“However much the cow waters her 
own milk, the milkman has no right to 
designedly duplicate nature’s gift of 
Water by a_e furtive gift of his 
own from the barnyard pump. * * 
* The housekeeper who buys milk for 
her table should be _ protected from 
adroit tricks cheating her judgment by 
deceiving her eyes.”’ 

The one decision which Judge Lamm 
wrote, and which now, as he looks back 
over his 10 years on the bench, gives 
him the greatest degree of satisfaction, 
is one holding that old soldiers in the 
Confederate and Union homes, are not 
paupers in the eyes of the law, and that 
they are entitled to vote. The Confed- 
erate home is at Higginsville and the 
Union home at St. James. A case found

Checked by Germans Before Kovel and by Floods 
Further South, It Is Just Beginning to Regain 
Headway—Importance of Balkan Situation.

Five weeks ago, when I reviewed the 
Russian offensive, I pointed out that 
the campaign was approaching a crisis 
and Austro-German retreat on a wide 
front was almost inevitable unless the 
Russians were promptly checked. They 
were checked with great promptness and 
it is only in very recent days that they 
have been able to get on foot and step 
forward again. But their success in 
doing this reproduces the peril of the 
earlier period and precipitates a new 


crisis in the east front. 
Let us, first of all, look backward over 


the r five weeks and see what has 
taken place. About June 20 the Rus- 
sians stood in this fashion: South of the 
Pripet marshes their forces, which had 
broken the Austro-German line along 
the Styr at Lutsk and taken Dubno, were 
well to the west of this river and ad- 


J vancing on a wide front toward Kovel 


and Vladimir Volynski; they were dis- 
tant from these places little more than 
25 miles. But a few miles north of 
Lutsk, the Austro-Germans still held the 
west bank of the Styr about Sokul and 
Kolki and thence north to the Pripet 
marshes. 

To the south of Lutsk and Dubno the 


| Russians had just reached the old Aus- 


trian frontier east fo Brody and had 
already been held up there. Their po- 
sition from Brody to the Pripet was 
thus a huge salient or bulge, penetrat- 
ing for 40 or 50 miles into the old Aus- 
tro-German front. But they were 
themselves exposed to a flank attack 
from Kovel southwestward along the 
Kovel-Rowno Railroad and it was al- 
ready becoming apparent that the Ger- 
mans were pouring new troops south 
from their whole eastern front to at- 
tack the exposed f;."k of the Russians 
along the Styr north of the Kovel- 
Rowno Railroad and about Sokul and 
Kolki. 
Conflict There Lasts Month. 

If this German answer to the Russian 
offensive were successful, then the po- 
sition of the Russians further west and 
approaching Kovel and Viadimir Vo- 
lynski would be perilous in the ex- 
treme and these troops would be 
threatened with envelopment and cap- 
ture by the German troops in their rear 
moving down the Styr from Sokul and 
Lutsk. The whole of the following 
month was to be occupied by the Ger- 
man and Russian conflict in this sec-

As to 
the moral effect upon the world of the 
Russian success, it cannot be exagger- 
ated, because it demonstrates that the 
reverses of a year ago were only tempo- 
rary and that Russia has found herself 
again, succeeded in transforming her- 
self industrially and managed to equip 
new millions, behind which, as the world 
knows, there are still other millions. In 
men Russia was always the richest of 
the allies, but the real problem of the 
war was whether she could supply the 
men with guns and ammunition. She 
has solved the problem. 

Conversely the Russian success has 
disclosed Austrian weakness; the conse- 
quences of the Austrian defeats in recent 
weeks have been nearly as costly as 
those of her earlier disasters about Lem- 
berg, which brought German effort in 
the West to a standstill after the Marne. 
These weaknesses in Austrian military 
establishment have again set on foot 
rumors of a separate peace with Aus- 
tria, but there seems no real foundation 
for such rumors as yet. One thing the 
Russian success has done, and that is 
to terminate the Austrian menace to 
italy. The Austrian campaign in the 
Trentino has been abandoned and the 
troops concentrated there have in large 
numbers been sent to support the beaten 
troops in Galicia. 

Balkan Situation Important, 


An odd detail is the report from Sofia 
of the dispatch of Turkish troops to 
Galicia to save the Austrians. This 
certainly is an ironical turn of fate, that 
the proud Hapsburg empire should be 
compelled to ask the Osmanli for aid. 
Sobieski, who saved Vienna from the 
Osmanli, might well turn in his grave at 
this new alignment of Europe. 

Buf the recall of Austrian and Ger- 
man troops from the Balkans must pres- 
eutly have a very considerable bearing 
upon conditions there. Unquestionably 
if the Bulgarians find themselves left 
unsupported to face the British, French 
and Serbs they will question the advan- 
tage of their latest alliance, and a single 
defeat, far from improbable, since the 
Bulgarians will be outnumbered and out- 
gunned, may change the whole situa- 
tion in the Near East. 

After all there can be no hope of peace 
in Europe until the allies are completely 
exhausted or have succeeded in cutting 
the German line to Constantinople and 
restoring and enlarging Servia to serve 
as a bulwark against Austro-German 
¢xpansion toward the Near East. Rus- 
Sia, Britain and France, and for that 
matter Italy, have every reason to de- 
Sire the complete breaking of the alli- 
ance between the Sultan and the Hohen- 
zollern, which is a menace to their col- 
onies and a constant peril to the peace 
of their territories inhabited by millions 
of Moslems. 

Russian advance from Erzerum is al- 
ready threatening the Turk in Asia 
Minor, a new campaign from Saloniki, 
where all the circumstances recall Wel- 
lington’s famous stand at Torres Vedras 
end subsequent successful advance to 
Madrid and Toulouse, seems assured and 
this campaign, if successful, may con- 
tribute more than either of the present 
great drives to bringing about peace, 
since it will deprive Gtrmany of the 
only considerable prize of war for her: 
it will, in fact, eliminate that place in 
the sun, so dear to German hearts and 
#0 completely achieved by Mackensen’s 
great Balkan campaign last year.

Dominating the Florida Straits from 
the Atlantic to the Gulf, stands 
Havana. like a new-world Gibraltar. 
Near the southeastern extremity of 
Cuba lies Guantanamo Bay, leased by 
the United States and which, with 
Mole St. Nicolas in Haiti, commands 
the Windward Passage between the 
two islands, our readiest line of com- 
munication with the Canal. Similarly, 
Samana Bay in the Dominican Repub- 
lic controls the Mona Passage be- 
tween Santa Domingo and Porto Rico, 
Culebra and St. Thomas the Virgin 
Passage, and the latter the Anegada 
Passage. 

Midway among the many islands of 
the eastern border, lie Fort de 
France in Martinique and Great 
Britain’s fortified port on St. Lucia. 
At the south, the Island of Trinidad 
belongs to England; Margarita Island 
to Venezuela; Curacao to Holland; 
Cartagena to Columbia; and Chiriqul 
Lagoon to the Republic of Panama.

‘Problem of Selection. 


7 HIS long list is, strategically, an 
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embarrassment of riches. To 

own, fortify, and equip too 
many of thr2se positions would be a 
useless expenditure of money and 
military force. And yet, to leave 
important bases open to hostile seiz- 
ure would be but to invite danger. 
For strategic mastery, the solution 
lies in holding a relatively few pro- 
dominating positions, fully fortified 
and equipped, and still more in keep- 
ing the fleet at adequate strength. 
Mahan says: “No advantages of posi- 
tion can counterbalance, in,the long 
run, decisive inferiority in organized 
mobile forces—inferiority in troops in 
tho field, and yet much more in ships 
on the sea.” 

Judged solely by its commanding 
location within the Caribbean area, 
and not by its external lines of com- 
munication with its home ports, Jam- 
aica has been called, and justly “the 
most important single position in the 
Caribbean Sea.” It is but 500 miles 
from Colon, the center of communica- 
tions. It flanks all routes from the 
north. A fleet based on Port Royal 
can strike to the left. at ships bound 
for the Isthmus from Cuba or the 
Gulf, and to the right at those pass- 
ing similarly through the Windward, 
Mona and Anagada Passages.

Hugo Krebs, Former Bostonian, Tells of Intimacy With 


Irish Leader in German Capital in Days When 


Unsuccessful Revolt Was Planned. 


with Sir Roger.) 


: By FRANZ HUGO KREBS. 
he news of the execution of Sir 
Roger Casement not only shocked me, 
ac it did most Americans, on account of 
the unnecessary taking of the life of 
\one of the world’s remarkable men, but 

Iso as the killing in accordance with 
{judicial decree of one whom I had come 
o regard as a personal friend and for 

hom I had the highest admiration and 
respect. 

I first met Sir Roger in April, 1916. I 
had wanted to meet him for some time, 
but he had been away from Berlin, and 
finally, on his return, I was phoned to 
call at the German Forefgn Office and 
was invited to meet Sir Roger. He in- 
vited me to call to see him at the Hotel 
Eden and promised me an interview. 

I not only obtained the interview, but 
also received permission from Sir Roger 
for Albert K. Dawson ef Brown & Daw- 
son, of Stamford, Conn., to take pictures 
and also a “movie” of him. 

Sir Reger not only had an absolute 
disregard for money, but he was extraor- 
dinarily sensitive lest any one should 
have even the least exouse for thinking 
that he would be willing to make money 
out of his patriotic activities. Dawson 
had been loafing around Berlin for 
weeks without any resulta Finally I 
got him a chance to take a “movie” 
of Dr. Karl Helfferich, the Imperial 
Treasurer, and several other prominent 
people. Next I suggested Sir Roger, but 
Dawson couldn’t see it. But when I 
gave him my view that Sir Roger was 
the most romantic figure in this waged- 
for-business war, he finally decided that 
ir would be worth while te take the 
picture. 

Next Sir Roger was the stumbling- 
block. He made no objection to the plo- 
tures, but did object most decidedly to 
the “movie.” But finally he said to me: 
“Well, Mn Krebs, if you think it will 
make one more friend for Ireland, go 
ahead.” And as the result of that per 
mission some 20,000,000 to 22,000,000 
Americans have seen Sir Roger as life- 
like in appearance as he was when I 
saw him with the camera turned on him 
in the Hotel Eden in Berlin. 

Refused Money to Act tn Movtes. 

Sir Roger asked me to give him a 
signed statement that he had received 
nothing on account of posing for the 
film, and I found out later that he had 
been offered 200,000 marks ($50,000) if he 
and his servant would take part in a 
photoplay. This offer Sir Roger re- 
fused. Money had no Interest for him. 
All he wanted wags “one more friend for 
Ireland.” : 

I am not surprised to learn that he 
became a Roman Catholic. <A _ fekyv 
days before Sir Roger left Berlin, one 
of the Irishmen in the irish brigade stat- 
foned at Zoosen had appendicitis, was 
operated on and died. On the day his 
funeral was held I came to the hotel 
Saxonia on Budapester strasse to take 
dinner with Sir Roger and found there 
Father Crotty, a Dominican, who had 
been sent from Rome at the request 
of the German Government, to minister 
to the Irish prisoners in Germany. He 
was stationed at Lemberg but had 
come to officiate at the funeral of the 
Gead soldier and also to receive the 
confessions of the men at Zoosen. 

Father Crotty was a most compan- 
fonable chap, had travelled a great 
deal and had a fund of inimitable stor- 
fes at his tongue’s end. The next time 
I saw Sir Roger I asked him what 
Father Crotty came to Berlin for and 
when he told me I said: “Well, you 
people must have kept him pretty busy, 
for you and Lieut. Monteith are the 
only ones that would escape.” 

All the Irish brigade except Sir Roger 
and Lieut. Monteith were Roman Cath- 
olics. 

Sir Roger sald: “T confessed to Fath- 
er Crotty. I know that I am gotng to 
my end and I want to be absolutely at 
peace with my God.” 

“But, Sir Roger,” I sald, 
not a Catholic.” 

“No,” he said, musingly, “not yet, 
but a prie#@ can hear my confession 
and I have always been keenly con- 
scious of the way in which certain 
religious denominations have been ma- 
hnipulated against all aspirations direct- 
ed toward the freedom of Ireland. Be- 
sides that, since the very beginning of 
this war the Pope .as the head of a 
world chureh has consistently labored 
for.peace. I really think that devotion 
to the underlying principles of Christ!- 
anity, more than to its forms, appeals 
to me.” 

Believed He Would Be Hanged. 

I supposed Sir Roger was among the 
few who never thought for one minute 
that his sentence would be commuted. 
Before leaving Berlin, he told T. St. 
John Gaffney, our former Consul Gen- 
eral at Munich, and me that if the 
British ever laid their hands on him, 
@ certain death by hanging would be 
his fate When I suggested that his 
services tn behalf of humanity in the 
Congo and South America in the Put- 
umay outrages would receive positive 
consideration, he said: “I have called 
to the attention of the civilized world 
the fact that fredom of Ireland means 
the freedom of the seas. This to the 
Bpitish mind is my unpardonable of- 
fense; moreover,my exposure of the at- 
tempt of the British Minister to Nor- 
way to bribe my servant to have me 
kidnaped or otherwise done away with 
has seriously disturbed the equanimity 
of the British Foreign Office, ana it 
will not feel that its respectability has 
been really restored until I have met 
with a felon’'s doom.” 

Many peopel have asked me wheth- 
er Sir Roger Casement was sane. My 
anewer to that is that if John Brown 
was sane, then Sir Roger was wun. 
questionably sane, If it is an evidens 
mark of insanity for a man to be 
passionately devoted to his native 
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(The following striking article on Sir Roger Casement was written for 
the Post-Dispatch by Franz Hugo Krebs, a former Bostonian, prominent 
in the legal and political world. Mr. Krebs spent many weeks in Berlin 


sire its and their political freedom, 
then surely Sir Roger had not a well 
balanced mind, for all his affection- 
ate regard was lavished on Ireland 
and the Irish people. 

Sir Roger was fond of animals and 
showed it ty patting a horse or a dog 
or stroking a cat. One day we were 
driving in a droschky in the Thier- 
garten and Sir Roger suddenly or- 
dered the driver to stop and jumped 
out. He had seen a young bird that 
had fallen from its nest. Sir Roger 
hunted up a place where the little 
fledgling would be safe from harm, 
and then insisted on waiting until he 
was sure that the mother bird knew 
of the little one’s resting place. 

Sir Roger was in favor of equal 
suffrage for women. On the only 
occasion when I heard the subject 
discussed in his presence, he said: 
‘TIT have never heard one logical rea-

| son advanced why women should not 
have an equal right of suffrage with 
men ‘n a democracy.’ 

Was Never Married. 

Sir Roger was devoted to children 
and they all liked him. He was very 
fond of ladies’ society and whén I 
once commented on the fact that he 
had never married, Sir Roger smiled 
and said: “I imagine I have teen 
traveling around the world too 
much.” 

Sir Roger's sister, Mrs. Newman, 
told me that his patriotic activities 
and labors in behalf of his country 
had unquestionably been the reason 
that he had never settled down in a 
home of his own. 

The vile stories that have been 
circulated about Sir Roger since his 
capture in Ireland fall to the ground 
as worse than baseless when consid- 
ered by anyone who ever met him. 
He was so gentile and refined that he 
influenced all those who came in 
contact with him. One lady of high 
rank said to me: “Sir Roger is an 
Irish Sir Galahad.” 

Everyone who met Sir Roger was 
inspired not only with confidence in 
the man, but with an intense con- 
viction of the purity of his motives 
and his life. Anything that savored 
of jnjustice or wrong was anathema 
to Sir Roger. 

While in 1915 Sir Roger was well 
dressed and apparently had a reason- 
able amount of money to spend, this 
year his clothes were shabby and he 
was hard pushed for ready money. 
In 1915 he was using his own money. 
This year, his personal resources ex- 
hausted, he was dependent on funds 
supplied him by fellow Irishmen. 

Gave Life Wiillingly. 

While Sir Roger did not hesftate 
to accept funds for the “cause” he 
spent as little as possible on himself. 
On last St. Patrick’s day I inter-| 
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Viewed Sir Roger. He was.ill at the 
time with a touch of his old African 
fever. I was at my hotel writing the 
interview when I was called over the 
phone by T. St. John Gaffney. He 
told me 
scare up a bottle of Irish whisky and 
that he and Lieut. Monteith were 
soing around to the Hotel Saxonia 
and wanted me to join them there. 
When I reached the hotel we went 
up to Sir Roger's room. The doctor 
had just left him, but when Gaffney 
told him how hard it had been for him 
to find any Irish whisky in Berlin, 
and that it was just one drink and 
then we would go, Sir Roger assent- 
ed. Gaffney offered as a toast “God 
save Ireland,” but Sir Roger sald no, 
it must be “God bless the Irish repub- 
lic, soon to be born,” and so it was. 

The expedition to Ireland was fore- 
doomed to failure, considered from 
& military standpoint. With no offi- 
cera, no artillery, no cavalry, no com- 
missary, it could have but one end 
after the destruction of the ship in 
which the rifles, ammunition and the 
machine guns were being transported 
to Tralee Bay. The end of the rising 
was in sight even before it was 
begun. 

Sir Roger Casement willingly sac- 
rificed his life for the sake of his 
country and his countrymen. He had 
no illusiona, but he had a clear and 
abiding sense of what it was his duty 
to do, After the war the whole story 
will doubtless be told, and then Bir 
Roger will take the place to which he 
is entitled in the world’s histery, not 
only as one of the greatest men of 
his generation, but as one who was 
willing, without even the faintest 
hope of guccess, to lay down his life 
for his fellow men.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE GEN- 
ERAL STAFF IN FRANCE, Aug. 6.— 
Gen. Joseph Joffre, Generalissimo of 
the French army and the guiding spir- 
it of the united army of the Entente 
Allies, today received the Associated 
Press correspondent here and for up- 
ward of an hour talked freely and 
fully on many interesting current 
phases of the war. He expressed the 
view that the turning point of the 
great conflict had now been success- 
fully reached and passed and with 
the united action of the Entente Al- 
lies on many fronts they were press- 
ing forward to the certain collapse 
of the German efforts and to an as- 
sured victory of the allied armies. 

It was an exceptional opportunity to 
see and talk with the military com- 
mander who not only is head of the 
French army, but also is in supreme 
authority over the French, British and 
Belgian forces on the western front 
and the French British and Servian ar- 
mies of half a million men around Sa- 
loniki, as well as being the senior com- 


_ Mander in the united action by which 


the allies are conducting simultaneous 
campaigns in the Russian, Italian, 
French and Balkan theaters as part of 
one systematic whole. It is this recent 
co-ordination of the commands on -the 
many fronts that has permitted Gen. 
Joffre to give full scope to his military 
talent which probably has been exer- 
cised over more men of the allied na- 
tions than ever has fallen to one mili- 
tery commander. 


Gets R rta From Foreign Fronts, 
Gen. Joffre was in Lis private office 


at headquarters when the party of 
American correspondents arrived, the 
visit having been arranged for the anni- 
versary of the opening of warfare. It 


_Was 10 o'clock in the morning but the 


General had already begun his work at 
7:30 and had gone through reports of 
the fighting last night and early to- 
day, on the Somme front and at Ver- 
dun and also along the Italian and Rus- 
sian fronts. 

Gen. Pellee, his chief of staff and a 
number of staff officers were about but 
except for this there was little out- 
ward evidence of warfare and none of 


_the confusion and roar of battle heard 


along the firing line. Although in 
touch with the entire range of the 
front, calm is required to carry on the 
supreme responsibility residing here at 
staff headquarters. “Gen. Joffre pre- 
sented a atriking picture as he stood 
there among his staff officers. 

His square «built and sturdy figure 
wore a dark blue service uniform with 
little gold braid and decorations. His 
face has the red glow of good health 
and good physical condition, but its 
striking feature was the indomitable 
firmness and calmness shown in that 
Square jaw and open countenance. He 
looked, in one respect, like Gen. Grant 
ia said to have looked on the field of 
battle. Most French officers are scrup- 
ulously well tailored and groomed, and, 
while Gen. Joffre was not lacking in 
this, yet there was something sug- 
gesting Gen. Grant's disregard of the 
little conventionalities of uniform and 
surface appearance. His heavy gray 
mustache and bristling hair gave some 
Suggestion also of Gen. Phil Sheridan, 
the great cavalry leader. 

“I want to express my satisfaction in 
meeting you, gentlemen, and through 
you to express our feelings toward the 
American people,”” said Gen. Joffre, 
Speaking in an easy conversational tone. 
“A feeling of deep friendship has always 
existed between France and America, 
and it is particularly opportune now, 
after France has been fighting for two 
years for the ideals dear to both coun- 
tries, that this old friendship should be 
renewed and strengthened."’ 

“Destiny Has Shaped Course.” 

Turning his attention to the actual 
condition of the campaign, Gen. Joffre 
continued: 

“Although the fighting is getting 
more and more bitter, every one rec- 
Ognises in the complete unity of the 
Qilies that destiny has shaped its 
course and everyone can clearly see 
what the final outcome is going to 
be. The unity on all fronts is a 
Sreat characteristic of the campaign 
now going on, and the effect is now 
Spparent of the constant pressure on 
all sides by the allies, who now have 
had time to form their plans, thanks 
to. the sacrifices which the French 
nation has made at Verdun. We must 
also pay full homage to the splendid 
part our allies are takirg in the in- 
creasing efforts along the Somme and

14,000 TURKS 
ATTACK BRITISH 
AT SUEZ CANAL 


Fighting Continues in 100-De- 
gree Temperature on Seven 
to Eight Mile Front. 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—The Turkish at- 
tack on the British positions in Egypt 
to the east of the Suez Canal came as 
no surprise to tnose who are in close 
touch with the operations in that part 
of the world. Gen. Sir Archibald Mur- 
ray, who commands the British army 
there, has long realized that the 
Turks, with the aasistance of the Aus- 
trains and Germans, might make «a 
serious attempt on the canal, ¢ven 
at the hottest period of the year. 

Austrian and German engineers for 
many months have been digging for 
water, which, close to the Mediterra- 
nean coast, is present in many cGnees 
at no considerable depth under the 
sand, although it mostly ts too brack- 
ish for use of European troops, The 
Turks meat, therefore, have made 
very thorough arrangements for the 
storage and transport of water, the 
country being a pure #and desert with 
small, wide scattered onsen. 

At Romanti, where fighting te tn 
progress, the Turks must bring every 
drop of water from Aughratina, seme 
10 mileh away. 

It is understood that the Turks have 
with them some 1000 Austro-German 
infantry, ae well as « large number 
of Bedouin trremular horsemen. Their 
choice of the coast route, Instead of 
the caravan road from Katia to Kan- 
tara, which they took the last time, 
brings their flank under the fire of 
warships in the Bay of Tina.

Have Sailed Channel, 


Admiral Bacon Says.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—‘Tt’s the neck of 
the bottle, one of the most vital 
points in our overseas line of com- 
munication which we must protect,” 
was the terse explanation of Vice- 
Admiral Sir Reginald H. 8S. Bacon, 


cummanding the Dover patrol, as he 
indicated to me on a large map at 
his headquarters the scene of the pa- 
trcl’s activities. 

1 had gone to his headquarters to 
obtain exclusively a first-hand ac- 
count of the work of the patrol] from 
the Admiral himself. 

Its work includes not only the pro- 


coastal operations and the patrol of 
the Belgian coast as well as air work 
in British-Belgian waters and the ad- 
jacent coast. The true value of 
guarding the neck of the bottle—as 
the English Channel was described— 
is indicated by the fact that hun- 
dreds of thousands of British soldiers 
now in France got there by this route, 
without a single casualty through en- 
emy agencies; and by this same route 
has been handled the large number of 
men on leave and their eventual re- 
turn again to the front without mis- 
hap through U-boat activities or other 
German craft or medium of trouble, 
the total value of the patrol protec- 
tion is augmented further by the ad- 
ditional safe transport of a colossal 
quantity of stores and equipment for 
the armies battling against the Ger- 
mans in France. 

Shipping Is Protected, 

“But the protection of the flank of 
all sea transport to and from our 
army in France,” said Admiral Bacon, 
“Is only one of the many functions for 
which the Dover patrol is responsi- 
ble. 

“We must protect and examine mer- 
chant shipping. Before the war very 
few persons ever realized the size of 
our merchant marine, or how many 
vessele passed through the Channel 
ine day. In the last six months, 21,- 
000 merchant ships, apart from men- 
of-war and auxiliaries, have passed 
the patro). Of that number, 21 only 
have been lost or seriously damaged 
by the enemy. That is one In 1000. 

“It can be seen that Germany’s sub- 
marine biockade is not progressing 
vory well.” 

From the Admiral’s headquarters, I 

could see riding at anchor a large 
number of craft of various classes— 
20, he tcld me. Some had a holiday 
appearance, for they were drying out 
their signa) flags. 
In the great protective work of the 
patrol, the submarine has been the 
chief enemy weapon to reduce to a 
negligible threat, I asked Admiral 
Bacon if he could give an indication 
of U-boat losses. He replied: 

“There is much of our work which 
cannot be enlarged upon until the 
war is over. The full effect of the 
Dover patrol on enemy submarines 
will be explained only after the war. 
Then the Germans will learn how and 
why some of their submarines have 
not got back to port. It was no great 
sacrifice to them when they aban- 
doned their campaign of submarine 
outrages. Their losses had placed 
them in a mood which made them 
forego it without much hesitation.” 

I reminded Admira) Bacon that the 
Captain of the German submarine 
merchantman Deutschland had 
bragged about going through the 
English Channel on his was to Balti- 
more, He smiled and replied: 
“He most probably didn't 
through the channel. If he had he 
wouldn't say so. He would not give 
away the fact that he had found it 
safe to travel through the channel. 
“There are not many German ma- 
rine officers left who are entirely 
familiar with channel waters.” 

Limit to Submarine Work. 
I pressed the submarine question to 
obtain the Admiral’s opinion on its 
significence, as demonstrated by the 
present war. He said: 
“I hold the same view that I did 
when the submarine was a much dis- 
cussed issue before the war. I dif- 
fered with Sir Percy Scott. Subma- 
rines can do a certain amount of dam- 
age in a certain area, but not for 
long. There always is a means to 
ofiset it. 
“Has Germany been able steadily 
and consistently to reduce our mer- 
chant marine? She has not. Attacks 
have been made here and there with 
Land's End, just as she thought she 
could do a great dea! of damage off 
Land's End, just as the thought she 
could do in other places, but she has 
had, in each instance, short lived 
success. Great Britain cannot be 
blocked by U-boats.” 
The Dover patrol is one of the most 
pugnacious arms of the naval serv- 
ice, 
“Hardly a day goes by without a 
scrap,” said its commanding officer. 
“We are bombarding the Belgian 
coast often. We keep up our offens- 
ive all the time. Unless it is im- 
possible to make observations or the 
weather is too bad, we never give the 
Germans any peace.” 
I asked: “Have they greatly 
strengthened the Belgian Coast?" 
He anewered: “Very much. Our hold 
on the waters off this coast creates 
& very serious danger of invasion for 
them and in consequence many heavy 
batteries have been installed. They 
have been manned with good guh- 
ners.” 
In recent months the Belgian coast 
has been in the grip of the patrol. It 
is part of the “squeeze play.” The 
program, which aims to keep the 
German in port, but principally out of 
the Channel, and submarine inactivity 
in these waters indicates it efficiency.

‘bombard a coast, but the men have 
proved their adaptability in every re- 
spect, and none more conspicuously of 
nearly 10,000 on the Dover patrol 
than the men of the trawlers and 
drifters. 

Praise for Fishermen. 

“It was to be expected that the men 
of the regular navy, with their train- 
ing, would live up to their traditions. 
But what was to be expected of fish- 
ermen who never had undergone naval 
training or been in a wer? They have 
given up catching soles to catch mines 
or do other work of a most dangerous 
character and have done splendidly. 
When the war is over they will go 
back to catching fish, but with a rec- 
ord of brave service, which always 
will be a credit to them.” 

A Cestroyer was getting ready to 
leave her moorings. Vessels of the 
patrol must be away from their moor- 
ings within 10 minutes of an order to 
leave port. I asked Admiral Bacon if 
dest-oyers were not the worst foes of 
the submarine. 

“They are,” was his quick reply. 
“They have great speed, excellent 
guns and skilled crews. The British 
destroyer is the U-boat’s greatest fear. 
But it has made a record in other 
ways during the war—a glorious one 
at the Battle of Jutland. 

Life aboard a destroyer, especially 
in stormy weather off the Belgian 
coast in winter, is most arduous. Even 
in some of our harbors at such times 
there is Httle rest for the crews, be- 
cause heavy seas disturb them there.” 

Air work of the patrol is one of its 
most important duties. Admiral Bacon 
assured me the work in this branch of 
the patrol has been of great assistance. 

“We have kept the offensive con- 
sistently,” he said. “With one excep- 
tion, all aeroplanes were brought down 
in waters off the enemy’s coast.”’ 

I asked him if there had been a notice- 
able decline ini the efficiency of the Ger- 
man air service, to which he replied: 

“I don’t think there has been any de- 
crease in efficiency. There has been a 
scarcity of German machines, but that 
I attribute to their having been sent to- 
ward Verdun and other parts of the line, 
where heavy fighting has been in prog- 
ress.”’ 

The patrol has had to handle some try- 
ing situations, following the mining or 
torpedoing of vessels in the channel. 
When the hospital ship Angiia struck a 
mine the patrol vessels rushed to the 
rescue, They were on the scene imme- 
diately when the liner Maloja met dis- 
aster. 

“In both Instances,” said the Admiral, 

“there would have been little loss of life, 
Perhaps none at al! on the Maloja if the 
engines could have been stopped. 
“On the Anglia the hardest part of the 
work was the removal of cot Cases. 
Nurses and wounded behaved magnifi- 
cently. 

Sinks on Top of Liner. 
“When the Maloja struck, her engines 
were reversed and later could not be 
stopped. She continued to back unt} she 
went down. It was extremely difficult 
to do rescue work. 

“It was only a day or so after the liner 
went down that one of our trawlers, 
Passing over the same spot, struck a 
mine and sank, right on top of the 
liner.” 

Reports of German Supermines, which 
have been talked of so frequently in 
German dispatches lately, led me to 
ask the Admiral if the patro! had come 
across any of this new species. He re- 
Piied: 

“I haven't noticed any of this sort. 
Their mines, though, are wel] made.” 
Earlier in the war, when the German 
mine-laying in the channel waters had 
not been subjected to “patrol's squeeze 
play,"’ the patrol’s Casualties, which 
have totaled 4 per cent, then were the 
heaviest. It was then that a side- 
wheeler in the patrol service, a counter- 
part of the Coney Island vartety, picked 
up a German mine with one of her pad- 
die wheels. Her crew was saved, but 
she went to the bottom.” 

As I concluded my interview with Ad- 
miral Bacon I asked him if he thought 
the German high sea fleet would seek 
another battle. He answered: 

“Not unless the army brings so much 
pressure to bear that it has to come 
out. I think the Germans got a good 
deal more than they wanted tn thabattle 
off Jutland. They hung on just a bit 
too long."

Department Hopes to Find Out 
What They Could Do in 
Submarine Warfare. 


PRACTICE ON BATTLESHIPS 


23 From St. Louis for Maneu- 
vers of Big War Vessels’ 
Beginning Aug. 15.

Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Great import- 


ance is being attached to the maneu- 
vers of the motor boats, in connec- 


tion with the naval training cruise 
for civilians, under the guidance of 
officials of the Navy Department. It 
is expected that at least 500 owners 
of motor boats will respond to the 
call for the mobilization of such craft 
on Sept. 6. The maneuvers will con- 
tinue until Sept. 12. 

Motor boats of any size that are 
capable of carrying at least three pas- 
sengers and have a cruleing radius of 
24 hours are eligible to enroll. The 
boats, divided into three classes, will 
do patrolling, mine planting and 
sweeping, soouting, defend ships from 
attack, and counter-mining and sig- 
naling. 

Three districts have been set aside 
for the mobilization. One lies south 
of Barnegat and includes Philadel- 
phia; another is from Barnegat to 
New London, which f!neludes the craft 
in New York waters; and the third its 
the territory east of New London, in 
which Boston is included. New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston will furnish 
most of the craft for the maneuvers. 

Test of Efficiency. 

The Navy Department expects, as 

a result of the maneuvers, to find out 
how much motor boats in these wa- 
ters could be depended upon in sub- 
marine warfare in the event of war. 
Great Britain has used motor toats 
against submarines effectively, and 
Navy officials hope to instruct Amer- 
lcan owners in methods of locating 
submarines and acting as a protec- 
tion to other craft so that they will 
be ready for any emergency. 
The main bases for the flotilla will 
be at New York and Boston, with 
maneuver bases at Block Island and 
Cold Spring Harbor, on’Long Island 
Sound. Fouv submarines of the new 
L type will operate from Block Island 
and three of the D type from Cold 
Spring Harbor. Battleships and de- 
stroyers will be with each division. 
These points have been selected so 
that the vessels will have a secluded 
place for their maneuvers. 

Great importance is attached to 
the instruction in locating and de- 
stroying submarines, theoretically. 
In the recent maneuvers off Block 
Island a submarine and motorboats 
engaged in a mimio destroying 
chase. One of the D type of sub- 
marines submerged in sight of the 
patrol squadron and was given a 
start of about 15 minutes before the 
patrol began its search. The motor- 
boats were successful in locating and 
theoretically destroying the undersea 
boat. It is such problems as this 
that will confront the motorboats in 
the coming maneuvers. 

Instructions in the business of act- 
ing as screens for battleships wil] 
also be given. Considerable stress 
will be laid on night search work, 
when the motorboats will be sent on 
patrol duty to ferret out vessels of 
the supposed invader. No lights will 
be used by any of the ships in this 
work. 

A program of maneuvers @esigned 
primarily to acquaint motorboat own- 
ers with the local waters and to de- 
velop the best method of local de- 
fense will soon be completed. The 
boats will deploy and reassemble, and 
in their work will signal by code, 
drum and ball

Two Airships of Enormous Size 
Were in Recent Raid—Many 
. Attacks Forecast. 


NEW CRAFT POWERFUL 


Carry Enormous Quantity of 
Shells and Are Capable of 
Going to Great Height.

BERLIN, via Sayville, Aug. 6.—The 
fleet of Zeppelins which made the lat- 
est attack on England included two of 
the new Zeppelin giants, which are the 
last word in Germany’s aerial cruisers 
of the type for the coming peaceful 
transocean voyage with which Zeppélin 


hopes to link Germany with America in 
another bond, as the Deutschland did 
under sea. 

Military reasons forbid any an- 
nouncement of the details of the 7Z>2p- 
pelins, but I can say they are of gigan- 
tic size, of tremendous radius compara- 
tively, of enormous carrying capacity, 
great speed and wind-bucking power, 
and capable of going to great heights. 

On the recent trip they carried an 
enormous quantity of shells. An idea 
of their powerful motors and speed can 
be gained from the fact that one of 
them, returning from England, covered 
286 miles in two hours with the wind 
favorable. 

Convinced now that England means it 
to be a fight to the finish, Germany 
probably will make pretty free use of 
her large fleet of Zeppelins, and uneasy 
perhaps may be many ‘nights in En- 
giand. 

“England desires, demands and in- 
sists on a war to the knife and a fight 
to the finish,’ said an official. Ve 
have wanted to avoid that: we did not 
want to and do not want it. England 
insists and we grant her wish reluctant- 
ly. Now the lion shall feel the eagie’s 
claws.”’ 

The official expressed regret that non- 
combatants might lose their lives, but 
said that after killing 75 children at 
Karlsruhe and almost as many women, 
“the allies’ indignation seems somewhat 
hypocritical.’’

on all other fronts. The Russian ef- 
fort has now succeeded in organizing 
and putting forward larger and larg- 
er forces of men, drawn from their 
apparently inexhaustible sources of 
human material and at the same time 
fully arming these masses. The saplen- 
did results of their efforts are shown 
in what they have accomplished in 
Galicia and along the entire eastern 
front. 

“Once more the chance has fallen to 
England to show the vast extent of her 
resources both in men and material and 
the extent of her efforts is shown in 
what has been accomplished on the 
Somme front. The Italians have had a 
much harder task and a more limited 
sphere of action and you know how ad- 
mirably they have fulfilled their part in 
this common action. As for the reor- 
ganized Servian army it is only just 
beginning to take its full part in the 
war.”’ 

Gen. Joffre then turned his attention 

to the German side of the campaign, 
taking up the evidences of weakness, 
which have shown in the quality of 
their attacks and in the number of re- 
serves they are able to move to various 
fronts. 
“If, on the other side, we consider 
the condition of our enemy,”’ Gen. Jof- 
fre continued, “ we know for certain 
that although they are fighting as des- 
perately as ever, they’are drawing on 
thelr last reserves. Their game has 
been, untfl now, to transfer their re- 
serves from one point to another and 
from one front to another but with 
the United action of the allies on all 
fronts to another but with the united 
action of the allies on all fronts, our 
enemy finds such a course impos- 
sible now and will find it increasingly 
so in the near future. It is impos- 
sible for me to say how long the 
struggle is going to last, but that 
really matters little.

Andrew Adams Officially Noti- 
fied of Death of Corporal in 
the Scotch Borderers. 


WAS SOLDIER FOR 8 YEARS 


Entered Service When 16 and 
Fought in Egypt, India and 
Dardanelles Campaign. 


Andrew Adams, an employe of the 
city hospital, has received from the 
British Government official notification 
of the death of his son, Joseph Adams, 
“somewhere in France, while fighting 
with the King’s Own Scotch Borderers,” 
in which he was a corporal. 

The signer of the official notification 
said: ‘“‘The King commands me to as- 
sure you of the true sympathy of his 
majesty and the Queen in your sor- 
row.”’ 

Adams, who was % years old, had 
been in the army since he was 16. He 
had gone with his father from St. Louis 
ty the old home of the Adamses in Scot- 
land, and while there decided to g0 
into the army. His father returned to 
St. Louis. The boy was sent to Egypt 
and later to India, and for five years 
he was in Lucknow. 

At the beginning of the war he was 
returned to England and then was sent 
te the Dardanelles, where he received 
three wounds. His letter to his father, 
telling of this experience, was printed in 
the Post-Dispatch. After the close of 
the Dardanelles campaign he was sent 
to the western front in France. On 
June 28 he wrote to his father that he 
was in the best of health. On July 1 
he was killed in the battle of the 
Somme. 

One of his chums wrote to friends in 
Scotland, and last Sunday his father 
received a letter telling him of his son's 
death. This was followed Wednesday 
by the official notification. He had 
been in the army eight years and four 
months. 

Adams’ father served in the Egyptian 
and Soudan campaigns of 1882. He pos- 
sesses the Queen’s medal for honorable 
service. He has written to the British 
Secretary of War for his son's medals 
and other possessions.

You will un- 
derstand the determination to see the 
war through to a victorious conclusion. 

“We are fighting not merely for the 
interests of our respective countries, but 
also for the liberties of the world, and 
we shall not stop until the liberties of 
the whole world are definitely assured.” 

Gen. Joffre concluded the interview 
with a renewal of his cordial feeling to- 
ward the American people.

Man Who Killed Army Officer 
and Wife Expected to Plead 
His Reason Was Unseated. 


ONCE A MUSIC TEACHER 


Wife, a Beauty, Was His Pupil 
in University—‘‘Confession”’ 
From Her Preceded Killing.

ALPINE, Tex., Aug. 5.—The artistic 
temperament as a defense in a murder 
case is due to get an awful lambast- 
ing when Harry J. Spanell goes to 
trial in September for the murder of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Mathew Cc. But- 
ler and Mrs. Crystal Holland Spanell. 

It is the presumption of the prose- 
cution that the defense will be tnat 
Spanell, discovering a close relation- 
ship between his wife and Col. But- 
ler, was thrown into a frenzy of rage 
which momentarily unseated his rea- 
eon, that his artistic nature, not be- 
ing subject to the rules which guide 
grosser creatures, was out of con- 
trol and his subsequent actions, there- 
fore, do not place him under the ban 
of the law. 

This is a view that is entirely new 
in the Big Bend country. Alpine. 
where the murder was committed, is 
the county seat of Brewster County. 
This county has an area of more than 
4000 square miles. It extends to the 
Rio Grande and embraces most of the 
famous Big Bend. While it is not sv 
written in the statute books, it is 
conceded in this part of Texas that 
aman has a right to kill the man 
who has invaded his home and the 
courts have always so held. The un- 
written law is as efficient as if it 
were written. 

Will Rely on a Novel Plea. 

But it is not believed that Spanell 
will rely upon this unchartered stat- 
ute, because it is not believed that he 
could make a jury believe that his 
wife had been faithless. In the fail- 
ure of such a plea he must rely upon 
another and a newer one. This is 
expected to be one of an artistic soul 
torn by passion of jealousy, whether 
well-founded or not. 

The County Attorney of Brewster 
County is J. Moss Slator Jr., a young 
man who has held this position for 10 
months. In that time he has been 
called upon to prosecute four men for 
murder, so uncertain is human life in 
the Big Bend country. Slator does 
not taek much stock in the artistic 
temperament. The Big Bend country 
is essentially a man’s country. There 
is a trite and irrational phrase in that 
section to the effect that all men are 
equal, since God invented gunpowder. 
Music, painting and similar gentle 
arts are considered to be in the prov- 
ince of women and the Mexicans. 
Spanell, who had been a musician, 
and who turned into a good hotel- 
keeper, will have great difficulty, the 
prosecutor believes, in convincing a 
jury that his forgotten art took con- 
rtol of him and let him ‘commit a 
murder. 

Spanell is In jail in El Paso. 
waived a preliminary hearing and 
will be indicted by the grand jury in 
September. He was taken to the El 
Paso joil, not because of any fear the 
officers had of mob violence, but be- 
cause they feared relatives or other 
friends of Mrs. Spanell might kill 
him. Brewster County is not a mob 
county. The people there never band 
together to kill anybody. Killings 
are individual and specific. 

Frienda Raise Money for Defense. 

Friends of Spanell in Hazeltown, 
Pa., and in Waco, Tex., have raised 
money for his defense. Judge L. A. 
Dale of El Paso, a capable criminal 
lawyer, has been engaged to defend 
the former music master. He refuses 
to allow his client to talk to any- 
body. 

The natural inference is that Mrs. 
Spanell made some statement to her 
husband when they were riding, immedi- 
ately after dinner, on the night of the 
murder, which caused him to plan to kill 
Col. Butler and Mrs. Spanell. Accord- 
ingly he armed himeelf with two weap- 
ons. These were a .45 Colt revolver and 
a .32 automatic pistol Almost every- 
body in this country carries one 
weapon. The man with two on him 
is supposed to have designs. Spanell 
aia not enter the hotel after returr- 
ing from the ride with his wife. It 
is thought likely that the other 
weapon was in the pocket, inside the 
front door of the automobile. 


Whatever it was that Mrs. Spanell 
gaid to her *1sband, which infuriated 
him, it does not appear to have been 
a statement wihch caused her any 
alarm, because she greeted Col. Butler 
smilingly when he came down to the 
car and seemed to be without fear 
when they set forth on their last 
ride. 

The defense hopes to obtain a change 
of venue from Brewster County on the 
ground that it will be impossible to 
obtain a jury there. The prosecution 
believes that a competent jury can 
bs found in the remote districts near 
the Rio Grande. 

Harry J. Spanell was born 40 years 
azo in Hazeltown, Pa. He showed great 
talent for music and after his educa- 
mon in the public school was finished, 
he went to Germany. There he studied 
music for four years under the best 
masters, which his fairly ample fund 
permitted. Upon returning to America, 
he went into the Southwest, where his 
undoubted ability obtained for him the 
position of professor of music and voice 
culture in Baylor University at Waco, 
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Spanell Married His Pupil. . 

One of his pupils was Crystal Holland, 
doughter of a cattle ki of the Big 
Bend country. She was a girl of rare 
beauty and charm and of a sprightly 
happy nature. Master and student were 
interested in each other. Rumors 
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between his position and his attachment 
for his pupil. He resigned his position 
and took a private stucio. Here Crystal 
Holland continued her studies and in 
this more secluded and romantic en- 
vironment, they fell in love. 


Old John Holland is long and straight 
and strong. He roared like an angry 
bull when he heard that his beautiful 
daughter, unquestioned queen of all the 
Big Bend ranges, wanted to marry a 
man whose business was making music, | 
like a Mexican.

Mrs. Spanell the Town Beauty,

VALUE OF MANUFACTURES IN 
1914 WAS $24,246,323,000 


Gain in Five Years Was 17.3 Per Cent 
—$4,079,332,000 Paid in Wages, 
Increase of $652,204,000, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The value 
of manufactures in the United States 
was $24,246,323,000 in 1914, the census 
bureau reported today in announcing 
its preliminary statement of general 
results of the latest census of manu- 
facturers. In the five-year period 
from 1909, the date of the previous; 
census, manufactures increased $3,- 
574,271,000 in value, or 17.3 per cent. 
In the period since the 1914 census, 
manufactures have made rapid in- 
creases, but no estimate of their value 
for this year has been made by the 
Census Bureau. 

Increases were found in all items 
except proprietors and firm members, 
which decreased 3.1 percent. Salaries 
increased 37.2 per cent; capital, 23.7; 
salaried employes, 22; primary horse- 
power, 20.7; wages, 19; materials, 18.2; 
value of products, 17.2; value added 
by manufacture, 15.8; wage earners, 
6.4, and number of establishments, 
2.7. 

Capital invested was $22,790,880,000, 
a gain of $4,362,610,000 over 1909; 
persons engaged numbered 8,265,426, 
of whom 7,036,337 were wage earners, 
964,217 salaried employes, and 264,- 
872 proprietors and firm members. 
Wage earners increased 421,291. There 
was paid for services $65,367,249,000, 
an increase of $1,001,636,000. Of that 
sum, $4,079,332,000 was paid in wages, 
an increase of $652,294,000 over 1909, 
and $1,287,917,000 in salaries, an in- 
crease of $349.342.000. 

Materials used were valued at $14.- 
368,089,000, an increase of $2,225,298. 
000 in the five years and the value 
added by manufacture was $9,878,234,. 
000, an increase of $1,348,973,000.

About 2000 judges and clerks, 
served at the primary election last 
Tuesday, will not be reappointed, it 
was announced yesterday by Sidney 5S. 
May, Democratic member of the Board 
of Election Commissioners. He said 
that fully that many officials in polling 
places had been guilty of political activ- 
ities or particular candidates, and that 
ties or particular candidates, and that 
this was in violation of the law. 

Commissioner May said that in al- 
most all of the 474 precinct judges and 
clerks had sample ballots issued by fac- 
tions of the Democratic or Republican 
committees and sought to induce voters 
to mark their ballots in accordance 
with these ‘‘slates.’’ 

In their rounds of the wards on elec- 
tion day, Commissioner May said, mem- 
bers of the Election Board saw many 
instances of this partisan activity by 
judges and ordered it stopped, threat- 
ening dismissal of the offenders. Even 
if judges or clerks were not themselves 
using the sample ballots, Commissioner 
May said, they will be held responsible 
for their failure to protest against the 
practice and will be denied reappoint- 
ment. There are four judges and two 
Clerks in each precinct. 

Committeemen of four of five wards 
have already been notified, Commis- 
sioner May said, that they must recom- 
mend new men in the places of those 
who served last Tuesday or the Elec- 
tion Board will draft others to act as 
judges and clerks. One of these wards 
is the Fourteenth. Commissioner May 
says the Republican members of the 
Board agree with him that the delin- 
quent judges and clerks should not be 
accepted for another term.

AUSTRIAN SUBMARINE SAID 
TO HAVE SUNK THE LETIMBRO 


24 Survivors at Syracuse, Making 52 
Kaown to Be Safe Out of 178 
on Italian Ship. 


SYRACUSE, Sicily, Aug. 5.—The sub- 
marine which sank the Italian steam- 
er Letimbro shelled the boats in which 
passengers were trying to escape, accord- 
ing to the stories told by 24 survivors 
who have arrived here. It is stated the 
submarine was an Austrian. 

The Letimbro carried 120 passengers 
and a crew of 58. Nothing is definitely 
known as to the loss of life. The sur- 
vivors here say the Letimbro hoisted 
the white flag and stopped her engines 
before launching a boat, but that the 
submarine continued her bombardment. 


The first news of the sinking of the 
Letimbro, a boat of 2210 tons, was re.- 
ceived on Thursday from Malta, where 
°8 survivors were landed. The survivors 
also described the shelling of the boais 
which they said caused many deaths.

Director Talbert Favors Substitu- 
tion of Machines for Present 
Street-cleaning Systems. 


BIG SAVING IN EXPENSE 


Absence of Water From Process 
Believed to Minimize Number 
of Auto Accidents. 


Sixty days’ trial of an electric vac- 
uum street sweeper has prompted Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers Talbert 
to recommend the machine's substitu- 
tion for flushing wagons and other sys- 
tems in the business district, and event- 
ually throughout city. 

Director Talbert says the vacuum ma- 
chine in the downtown section alone 
will save between $6000 and $7000 a year 
in street sprinkling, $1500 for water now 
used in washing streets and $40 for 
cleaning sewers. 

Should Director Talbert's suggestion 
for displacing the present methods of 
street cleaning be adopted, he says, the 
use of the vacuum machines would ul- 
timately result in the elimination of the 
“white wings’’ and many other em- 
ployes and reduce the expense of the 
work to about half the present figure. 

The machine with which the Street 
Department has been experimenting has 
been in service in the district between 
Market’ street, Washington avenue, 
Fourth street and Fourteenth street. It 
is propelled by a gas engine, which also 
generates electric power for driving the 
fans by which the dust is drawn from 
the street into a large receptacle. 


Reduces Manhole Cleaning Cost, 
Director Talbert says the cleaner has 


done effective work by removing all the 
dust from the streets, instead of brush- 
ing some of it into the sewer inlets, as 
is the case with the flushers and ordi- 
nary broom sweepers. He says the cost 
of cleaning manholes and inlets has 
been lowered about ®© per cent in the 
downtown district since the machine has 
been employed. 

As no water is needed in the process 
of cleaning streets with the vacuum 
sweeper, Director Talbert believes that 
the number of accidents caused by the 
skidding of automobiles will be mini- 
mized. 

Business men in the area in which 
the machine has been in operation 
have been pleased with its work, Di- 
rector Talbert says. 

Rusiness Men Satisfied. 

“T made inquiries among them and 
found that several weeks after the 
vacuum sweeper had displaced flush- 
ers downtown, business men were not 
aware of it,” he said. “When their 
attention was called to the change, 
they expressed satisfaction with it.” 

Director Talbert will recommend to 
Comptroller Player that the company 
owning the machine be given a con- 
trict for cleaning all streets between 
Third street and Jefferson avenue, 
and between Franklin avenue and 
Market street. If this arrangement 
is sanctioned, Director Talbert will 
introduce in the Board of Aldermen 
a bill prohibiting the sweeping of 
sidewalks until evening, a short time 
before the vacuum cleaners starts on 
its rounds.

INCOMES OF $2000 


Finance Committee Votes to Rec- 
ommend Lowering of Ex- 
emptions by $1000.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Reduction of 
the income tax exemption from $3000 to 
$2000 for single persons and from 34000 
tu $3000 for those with families, was or- 
dered recommended to the Senate to- 
night by Democratic members of the 
Finance Committee who are revising the 
House revenue bill. The change is pro- 
posed in an amendment which would 
rut the additional $1000 taxes in a sep- 
erate classification and impose upon it 
a normal tax of 1 per cent instead of 
the 2 per cent assessed against incomes 
over $3000 for single persons and $4000 
for married persons. 

The amendment, after an ali-day dis- 
cussion, prevailed by a majority of 
cnly one vote. After announcement of 
the result by Chairman Simmons, some 
of the Democratic Senators said that 
rhe decision was tentative and mizht be 
overturned when the amendment was 
submitted to the full membership of the 
committee next week. 

The roll call on the amendment was 
not disclosed. Those who favored it, 
emphasized the grave necessity for ad- 
ditional revenue, and had estimates be- 
fore them showing that the proposed 
exemption reductions would add about 
$5,000,000 to the treasury, It probably 
would increase several fold the total 
number of taxable incomes. 

This amendment is the second change 
in the income tax proposed by Senate 
Democrats, who last night voted to in- 
crease the surtax on incomes in excess 
of $2,000,000 from 10 to 13 per cent.’ It 
is estimated that the surtax change 
would bring in $10,000,000 additional rev- 
enue. 

The subcommittee on the munitions 
section of the revenue bill, it was defi- 
nitely announced, has voted to reduce 
the proposed excise tax on productions 
of copper and to add to the munitions 
list an excise tax on products of lead, 
zine, tron and steel. Senator Stone, 
chairman of the sub-committee did not 
disclose the amount of the proposed 
taxes, which have not yet been con- 
sidered by the full Democratic mem- 
bership. 


“Personally,” said Stone, “I would 
recommend a tax of all abnormal prof. 
its on munitions of war. A reasonable 
profit could be established by experts 
and a tax levied on all above that 
figure.”

Detectives Madden and Baxter were as- 
signed to go with them on a search for 
the woman. 

The condition of the Causey brothers 
was such that, when they reached Sev- 
enth and Walnut streets, the detectives 
advised them to sit down in front of a 
saloon and rest. The detectives con- 
tinued the search without ther and 
could not find the resresa. 

Returning, the detectives found the 
Causey brothers asleep. A negro enloon- 
keeper warned them that one of the 
brothers had a revolver. Madden was 
searching Joseph Causey, when Causey 
awoke and drew his revolver. Madden 
knocked him down and thought he was 
unconscious. As the detective advanced 
Causey arose and shot him in the aodo- 
men and right chest, kNling him almost 
Instantly, Detective Baxter caugn: 
Causey after a two-blocks chase He 
shot Causey twice 

William Causey escaped at the time, 
but was arrested at his home later in the 
morning. 

Madden was 30 years old and lived 
with his parents at 436 North Twenty- 
fourth street. He had been on the East 
St. Louls police force five years.

Strange Story of Marion Pome- 
roy Smith Is Revealed in 
Bay State Court.

ANNI ass., ug. 6.—Not until 


Marion Pomeroy Smith had almost at- 
tained her twenty-second birthday did 
she come to know what it was to have 
a chance in life, as she expresses it. 
Since she was 21 years old she has 
been heiress in her own right to an 
estate valued at $60,000, but has not 
had the privilege of controlling it. 
For five years, although an heiress, 


she was a servant in a house of seven | 


persons, doing the washing, cooking 
and other work. When she emerged 
from this situation, it was to find her- 
Self assailed by the grandmother, Mra. 
Ruenna Pomeroy, with whom she made 
her home, who accused her of run- 
ning about with all the married men 
of Cape Cod, of being a sapendthrift, 
a debauchee and insane. 

The grandmother sought to have her 
placed in an esylum, and there wag 
Simultaneous action by Charles C. 
Paine to have himself appointed con- 
servator of her property in Connecti- 
cut, as he had already succeeded in 
Going in this State. 

The decision of Judge liopkins of the 
Probate Court of Barnstable County 
summarily dismissed the petitions of 
the grandmother and ousted Paine as 
conservator of the girl’s property in 
this State. In Connecticut § another 
court took the estate from Paine and 
appointed the Hartford Trust Co. guar- 
dian of the young woman, as she had 
Sgaayenees it to do. 


Going Back to Old Home. 
Thus did the girl triumph, and she 


almost shouted as she clasped the hand 
of Judge Hopkins: ‘‘You've given me a 
chance, a chance, an@ I'm going to 
take it and make good—going to make 
something of myself and prove to the 
world I'm someone.”’ 

To others who asked Miss Smith as 
to her plans, she said: “I am going to 
start and live now. I am _ going to 
leave Hyannis. I am going to Hart- 
ford, back to the only place I have 
ever looked upon as home, the only 
place in which I was ever happy—but 
then, only for five or six years, the 
Tirst five or six years of my life. My 
mother was alive those years. I am

She has never seen the lat- 
ter, nor has she any idea as to his 
whereabouts. 
, When Miss Smith came to the home 
of her grandmother here, at the time 
she attained her majority and legally 
possessed a fortune, she was wholly 
without experience as a girl grown up. 
She had had no social life. It is ad- 
mitted by Lewis Sperry, of Hartford, 
one of the friends who has stood by her, 
that she fell in with a “tough bunch 
down on the Cape,"’ referring to her 


‘recent life here. 


Sperry did not go into particulars as 
to the “‘tough ones,”’ but the decision of 
Judge Hopkins is accepted as the ex- 
planation. Certainly he did not refer to 
Maurice Phinney, the man who has be- 
come celebrated as the loca) ‘writer 
and fish dealer,’’ but who disclaims dis- 
tinction as a writer.

The writer and fish dealer was the 
picturesque witness and also the one 
who, by his very frankness, did much 
to aid the cause of Marion, although 
some of the foremost business and 
financial interests of this town testi- 
fied as to her mental capacity to take 
care of her interests and as to her good 
character. 

Maurice told, without attempt at con- 
cealment, of. his ‘“‘night auto rides’’ 
with the young woman, about his calls 
at her home, about his payment of her 
bills and the money she is alleged to 
have given him. He stated that he met 
her about a year ago, when she and 
her grandmother went to his place to 
get some fish. That acquaintance, he 
testified, led to hig calling upon her 
two or three times a week, ‘‘socially 
and on business.’’ 

“I want to. know,’’ counsel for Ma- 
rion asked him at this point, “whether 
you furnished her with money and sup- 
port?” and Maurice promptly replied 
that he had. Thereupon, on the law- 
yer’s request, he produced an account 
book, from which he gave a detailed 
statement as to dates and amounts, 
concluding that on the Ist of July she 
owed him about $350.

Collinsville Doctor Injects Meth- 
ylene Blue and Puchsin That 
Turns,Skin Reddish Hue. 


Dr. M. W. Harrison, physician in 
charge of a private tuberculosis colo- 
ny and hospital at Collinsville, Il, 
yesterday explained to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter his new method of 
treating tuberculosis, on which he 
had lectured;the day before to 90 
members of the Madison County Med- 
ical Association at his hospital. The 
other physicians expressed the great- 
est interest in his experiments. 

In addition to the usual modern 
fresh-air and rest treatment, Dr. Har- 
rison says he has found that injec- 
tions of two ghemical dyes, methylene 
blue and fuchsin, both coaltar prod- 
ucts, have given remarkable chemical 
results. He is in hopes they will be 
found to do for tuberculosis bacilli 
what the arsenic in salvarsan does 
for the bacilli of a virulent blood 
poison. 

Dr. Harrison said that he began spe. 
cializing in tuberculosis treatment 18 
years ago, when his wife contracted 
the disease. At the beginning her 
physicians told her she migh? not 
live six months, but she responded to 
the fresh-air treatment and complete- 
ly recovered. 

Several years ago the doctor began 
experimenting to find, if possible, 
chemical elements which would prove 
immediately destructive to the bDa- 
cillus. Methylene blue and fuchsin, 
he found, proved efective when ap- 
plied to it in test-tube cultures. 

Then he inoculated guinea-pigs 
with the disease and administered the 
dyes as injections. The curative re- 
sults, he declares, were 70 per cent. 
Post-mortems showed that In 63 days 
tuberculosis growths were annihil- 
ated. ) 

After that he began cautionsly ex- 
perimenting with human patients. He 
said the results were so satisfactory 
that he has made this a part of his 
regular treatment. He has not had 
occasion in a single case yet, he says, 
to. make a post-mortem examination, 
but declares he has every reason to 
believe that the same thing takes 
place in the human body as took place 
in the guinea-pigs. 

The dye is injected with an ordi- 
nary hypodermic syringe. It thus 
gets immediately:into the blood cir- 
culation and is distributed over the 
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Miss FF, Hazel Bader.

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BOY HERO OF JUTLAND BATTLE 
TO HAVE A GRAVE OF HONOR 


Admiralty te Remove Body of John 
Travers Cornwell From Name- 
less Spot. 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—General satisfaction 


is belng expressed over the decision of 
the Admiralty to remove from its name- 
less grave the body of John Travers 
Cornwell, the boy hero of the battle of 
Jutland, to a more suitable burial place. 

Here is the reference in Admiral Beat- 
ty’s report concerning the hero, who was 
16 years old: 

“Boy (first class) John Travers Corn- 
well of the Chester was mortally wound- 
ed early in the action. He nevertheless 
remained standing at a most exposed 
post, quietly awaiting orders, until the 
end of the action, with the gun’s crew 
dead and wounded all around him. I 
regret that he has since died, but I 
recommend his case for special recogni- 
tion in justice to his memory and as an 
acknowledgment of the high example set 
by him.’ 

The body was at first hastily buried 
i a common grave in Manor Park, with 
only the number ‘323 upon a plain 
piece of wood to mark his resting place. 
In response to a letter received from the 
boy’s mother, the Admirality has writ- 
ten, announcing its decision to have 
proper honor done to his memory. The 
new grave will be in Manor Park Ceme- 
tery, or in a place to be selected by 
the mother. 


Cornwell was a member of a working 
class family, the head of which is fight- 
ing in the field. His mother stated in 
an interview that the boy’s single desire 
from babyhood had been to join the navy 
as a‘sailor. He tried to enlist when the 
war began, but the father would not 


sign his papers until August, 1915, when 


he went to Davenport for training.

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BOARD OBIECTD 
TO ‘WHITEWASH Ot 
CHILDREN'S HOME 


Demands More Thorough In- 
quiry Into Affairs of East St. 
Louis Institution. 


William J. Claus of Belleville and 


Earl W. Jimmerson of East St. Louis, 
members of the committee on the East 
St. Louis Home of Dependent Children, 
reported to the St. Clair County Board 
of Supervisors at Belleville yesterday 
that as testimony they had taken in ref- 
erence to alleged mistreatment of chil- 
dren at the home by Mrs. Mary Conroy, 
the matron, was only ‘hearsay,” they 
did not find any reason for interfering 
with Mrs. Conroy’s management of the 
children. 

Members of the county board objected 
strongly to what they termed the com- 
mittee’s ‘“‘whitewash’”’ report. They con- 
demned the manner in which, it seemed 
to them, the home was being conducted, 
and demanded a thorough investigation. 
Chairman Claus of the committee begged 
that no action be taken, because the 
State Board of Administration was mak- 
ing an investigation, and on that ac- 
count no action was taken. 

Rudolph Huber of East St. Louis, the 
third member of the committee, did not 
sign the report. He said afterward 
that he did not sign it because he was 
not at the meeting. He refused to say 
whether he would have signed it if he 
had been at the meeting. 

Second Whitewash Attempt. 

This is the second time that the com- 
mitteemen have tried to whitewash con- 
ditions at the home. Following the re- 
cent publication in the Post-Dispatch of 
statements of witnesses and the admis- 
sion of Mrs. Conroy that she had used 
‘a buggy whip on children from 3 to 6 

years old, the committee had a “hear- 
ling,” at which no testimony was heard 
rexcept that of the reporter who had 
investigated the home. The inquiry was 
continued to “‘next week,”’ and the cou- 
mitteemen made it known that they did 
not think theré was anything in the 
charges. 

The inquiry was resumed last Wednes- 
day, but it was under the direction of 
Dr. Charles Virden, agent for the IIli- 
nois Board of Administration, with the 
committeemen listening to the teati- 
mony of many witnesses summoned by 
Virden. 

The committee reported as follows: 
“On July 21 we met for the monthly 
inspection of the home and found 
everything in good order and satis- 
factory. We again met on July 26 to 
investigate the charges brought 
against the matron of the home by 
some daily newspapers, charging 
cruelty toward the children. At this 
meeting we had the reporters and 
about a half dozen other witnesses to 
testify. At this investigation the ma- 
tron, Mrs. Conroy, denied having ad- 
ministered severe or undue punish- 
ment to the children and further stat- 
ed that she would punish only when 
all kind words and coaxing failed. As 
our testimony was only ‘hearsay’ we 
could not find any reason at this 
hearing for interfering with Mrs. Con- 
roy’s management of the children. 

“We were again called upon to meet 
at the home Aug. 1 by Dr. Virden, a 
member of the State Board of Ad- 
ministration, whose attention had 
been drawn to the matter ty the 
newspaper clippings mailed to him by 
some one. The meeting was attended 
by about 20 people and was in ses- 
sion from 2:30 to 6:00 p. m. Dr. 
Virden conducted the meeting and 
took testimonies pro and con from 
nearly all present. His report to the 
State Board and their Afecision in 
the matter will soon be published and 
until then the committee will with- 
hold all comment. 


Hiome to Be Reorganized. 
“At our meeting Aug. 4 we decided, 


after learning the exact statute of the 
law through Judge Messick and Dr. 
Virden, on such homes, to reorganize 
the place and have it known as an 
annex of the County Home until the 
people of this county decide by a vote 
to establish a home for dependent 
children and to issue bonds for same.” 
Supervisor Eugene Schirmer of 
Fairview, said it was wrong for 6- 
year-old children to be compelled to 
wash dishes and suggested that if the 
committee made a thorough report it 
would find conditions demanding a 
change of management. 

Jimmerson said small children should 
be taught to wash dishes and do other 
household work. He said Mra. Conroy 
was nervous and excitable, but that 
neighbors who did not want the home 
in their midst were plotting against it 
and had made the cnarges, 

L. P. Zerweck of Lebanon said no 
member of the board would want his 
children whipped as children had been 
whipped at the home, as Mrs. Conroy's 
own statement showed. “The mothers 
and fathers of St. Clair County want 
this home run right,”” he said. “If 
children have been whipped, as charged, 
the matron should be removed. A thor- 
ough and proper investigation should 
be made and if anything is wrong the 
committee. should not bring in a clean 
bill of health.”

IN THE NEXT LEGISLATURE 


Primary Gave Them 100 or More in 
House and 19 in Senate, It 
Is Declared. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 5.—The 
Kansas City Star today says: 

“Although both candidates for 
Governor indorsed by the Missouri 
Anti-Saloon League in the Republican 
and Democratic primaries were de- 
feated at the polls Tuesday, the drys 
of Missouri will have an assured ma- 
jority in the next Legislature, no mat- 
ter which party carries the State next 
November. 

As a result of Tuesday’s primaries, 
the drys claim they have inoreased 
their majority in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Last session they had 
92 members who voted dry on everys- 
thing. The coming session, no mat- 
ter which party wins, the drys figure 
on at least 100 members, possibly one 
or two more. 

“The Senate, which is the battle- 
ground of the wets and drys, and has 
always been the brewery bulwark 
against the overwhelming dry senti- 
ment of the House, apparently will 
be really dry for the first time.

Governor. There is a_i possibility, 
however, of a state-wide prohibition 
law going through, to be voted upon 
at a special election.

Referees Should Recognize 


No Excuse for Foul Blows 


Boxers Know the Rules and Should Be Forced to Guard Against 
Striking Low, Whether Accidental or Not—Pay Should 
Be ‘‘Docked.” 


N epidemic of fouls has been sweeping the country of late. St. 
Louis fight followers have witnessed several of these unfortunate 
happenings in the last few weeks. In the ensuing article Mr. 

Sharpe points out the danger of excusing fighters prone to hit low. 
holds good when one boxer 


| strikes another a low blow. 


The foul may not be deliberate, but 
in a vast majority of instances it 
is due to the inexcusable careless- 
ness of the offending boxer. 

The boxer who assumes a 
crouch and fights with head 
down, a style affected by many 
of our American boxers, is a reg- 
ular offender in this particular 
and contributes a dangerous ele- 
ment to the sport. Fighting des- 
perately, recklessly and careless- 
ly, he put it up to the other fel- 
low to get out of the way or be 
hurt. 

This is the sort of boxer who 
aims his punches at the lower 
part of his opponent’s body and, 
while he does not intend to delib- 
erately hit low, the possibility of 
such a thing happening is always 
apparent. So long as the blows 
are landed above the walistline 
they are fair, and the referee has 
no right to interfere, but the of- 
ficial knows and the opposing 
boxer knows that the slightest 
miscalculation or deflection of a 
blow is apt to cause an injury 
that may not only be painful but 
serious in its consequences,

No Excuse for Fouling. 


Boxers who resort to foul 
methods or to a style that makes 
the striking of a foul punch very 
Probable should not be encour- 


aged A 4 being excused for it. 
Every boxer who has a knowl- 
edge of the rules is warned of 
this in advance; besides, he is in- 
-* aletasaae by the referee to avoid 


Very frequently boxers come up for 
instructions and ask to be excused 
for some violation of the rules if it 
should happen to be accidental. 
When a boxer makes this sort of a 
proposition it is almost a certainty 
that he means to attempt something 
that may result in a foul blow, and 
instead of being excused for it after- 
wards he should be warned against 
it in advance, 

Some boxers make a specialty of 
fighting at the lower part of a man’s 
body. It is a dangerous practice 
and should be discouraged. With 
boxers of this sort in the ring it jig 
necessary to constantly importuna 
them to carry their punches higher. 
Sometimes this advice is followed, 
but often it is not, and then should’ 
that boxer strike low, accidental or 
otherwise, he should not be given 
another chance and force the man in 
Tat of him to run an additional 

sk. 

Boxers who foul are not en- 
titled to full pay. They have not 
lived up to their tmplied con- 
tract, and there is nothing in the 
agreement that should impose al!

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SPECULATION IN NEW YORK 
STOCK MARKET DROPS TO 


LOWEST EBB IN MONTHS 


Outside Interest in the Market Is 
Reduced to a 
Minimum. 


PRICES ARE’ IRREGULAR 


Some Issues Are Higher for the 
Week, While Others 
Score Losses. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The Evening 
Fost, in 'ts copyrighted weekly finan- 
cial review, says: 

“One of those periods, such as was 
witnessed by the stock market again 
this week. when activity is at a low 


ebb, and when nothing seems able to 
stir stocks out of thelr sluggishness, 
is usually provocative vf unsutisfac- 
tory explanations and more or lesé 
impatient theorizing which often ap- 
pears inadequate. . 

"Many of the influences bearing 
on the stock market at the — 
time are negative and not easil 
cernible, whereas most of 
street's thinking is along the line of 
the positive and obvious. The dislo- 
cation of foreign financial affairs, 
the continued selling of our securi- 
ties by foreign owners, the gradual 
process of digesting the new issues 
of foreign loans, the water-logged 
condition of many speculative ac- 
counts, the uncertainty attending 
‘conditions at the close of the war— 
all have been repeatedly cited as re- 
straining factors on values. But their 
very repetition has dulled the sense 
of their importance and left many 

eople guessing as to what's the mai- 
er with the market. 

Crop Outlook Is Poor, 


“More immediate items in the stock 
market’s budget of unfavorable fac- 
tors had to do with the condition of 
the country’s principal crops. On 
Tuesday came the Government's esti- 
mate of the condition of the cotton 
crop, showing a reduction from 81.1 
er cent on June 25, to 72.3 a month 
ater, and involving a curtailment in 
indicated yield within that period of 
more than 1,259,000 bales. 

From the standpoint of the cotton 
lanter, it would have been vastly 
etter if the smaller crop outlook had 
been the result of a deliberate reduc- 
tion in acreage, instead of a curtail- 
ment due to weather conditions. It 
would be interesting to know how far 
the advance in rice, amounting to 
some $3.50 a bale, will compensate 
the producer tor the smaller amount 
he will have for sale. 

“Not only cotton, but the grain 
crops have suffered. It is not yet 
possible to sift out the exact amount 
of truth in the many reports of dam- 
age to the spring wheat from blight 
and rust and unfavorable weather. 

Prices of wheat advanced sharply 
during the week, and the trade has 
already gp to figure how much 
surplus will remain for export from 
this year’s yield. In both cotton, and 
wheat, the remote possibility of the 
war's ending within the next few 
months must have some bearing on 
prices, though the improbability of an 
early peace has made this a minor 
consideration. 

The advance in cotton prices, in 
spite of the loss for the past two 
years of important export markets, 
naturally, sug@éste interesting pos- 
sitilities, Should those markets be 
reopened when the country’s crop is 
considerably below what was ex- 
pected. 

The Ratiway Question. 

“A great deal of discussion was de- 
voted this week to the attitude of the 
railway employe organizations in 
their demands for higher wages. A 
country-wide strike at the pftesent 
time, with industrial activity at full 
flood, could be little short of a dis- 
aster. the more severe the longer it 
lasted. Yet, in spite of the vote of 
the men, that their leaders shall have 
the power to call a strike in case 
their demands are rejected, strong 
a assiveoe are apparently at work to 
prevent such a development. 

“The interest of the Federal Gov- 
ornment has been enlisted, and it dves 
does not seem entirely clear that the 
railway employes themselves have 
intended the matter to go to ex- 
tremes. It would appear, however, 
that the latter consideration may be 
one of the dangers in the situation. 
should the railway managers  con- 
clude that the workers have no heart 
for a strike, and decide to reject their 
demands. In such case, the decision 
would apparently rest with the men's 
representatives, assuming that Gov- 
ernment mediation was unsuccessful. 

“Demand for money its stiffening 
in the West, both to finance’ the 
movement of winter wheat to mar- 
ket—that movement having com- 
menced in considerable volume—and 
to provide for the expanding de- 
mands of trade and industry. Yet 
money rates at New York have re- 
mained surprisingly easy, the terms 
for time loans actually showing some 
slight recessions during the week, 
and call loans fluctuating between 2 
and 2% per cent. 

“The resources of the Federal re- 
serve bankas have yet to be called 
extensively into play, and the knowl- 
edge that they may be availed of at 
reed has doubtless had something to 
do with the prevailing ease of rates. 
The small volume of activity on the 
Stock Exchange during the week, 
moreover, has narrowed the market 
for day-to-day funds.”

AGED AT 57. 


State Report Shows a Loss of 
22.2 Points During July; 


at ade 


Wheat Crop Is Small. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 5.—The Mis- 
souri monthly crep report. ‘ssued to- 
day, shows corn. because of July heat 
and dryness, ,ost 22.2 points. The 
wheat yield is as low as 8.8 bushels 
an acre, and oat crops are off. 
report says July in Missouri 
marked by intense heat and 
rainfall. While corn has not suffered 
as much from hot winds as did the 
crop of 1911, the condition, due to the 
unfavorable distribution of moisture 
and to impossibility of proper cuiti- 
vation, is now 4 points lower than 
for that year. 

Taking the State 
-respondents place corn condition at 
67.2. On Aug. 1, 1911, it was 61.2. On 
Aug. 1, 1901, the low record of 21 
was recorded. The 10-year Aug. 1 con- 
dition is 777. During the month just 
ended corn suffered a loss of 22.2 
points. 

Present condition of corn, by crop 
division sections, ts: Northeast, 62: 
northwest, 69: central, 56; southwest, 
43; southeast, 56. 

Owing to the wider distribution of 
the 1916 planting season as compared 
with that of 1911, and to the greater 
“speed” in the growth and maturity 
of corn, it is not improbable that 
with ample rainfall in August, the 
present crop may equal that of five 
vears ago, but with continued dry, 
hot weather, it will fall far short. 
The 1911 crop averaged 25.3 bushels 
per acre with a total yield of 334,000,000 
bu. Last year’s crop was 20),000,000 bu. 

Wheat (Crop Is Small. 

With 53 per cent of the 1916 wheat 
crop threshed, indications are that 
the final vield will not exceed 8.5 
bushels per acre, as compared with 
the earlier estimate of 9.9 bushels. 
Many fields are failures and yields of 
from 3 to 6 bushels are not uncom- 
mon. When all threshing returns are 
in, indications are that the Board oi 
Agriculture's: preliminary forecast of 
15,000,000 for the State will stand. A 
large per cent of the crop has been 


stacked. 

Average price of new 
wheat on was $1.10. Practi- 
cally no plowing has been done for 
wheat, but 1.5 per cent has been 
plowed. This is the lowest Aug. 1 
lowing recorded in this office, and 
ndicates a very limited acreage of 
wheat to be seeded this fall. 
Correspondents report 45 per cent 
of the Missouri oat crop. threshed. 
The yield is placed at 24.7 bushels. 
It was at first thought that the crop 
would average 30 bushels, but the 
threshing returns have not been up 
to expectations. The State yield is 
— figured at about 25,000,000 bush- 
els. 

Missouri has this year produced 
one of the best hay crops in her his- 
tory, and the hay crop of 1915 was 
valued at almost 40,000,090, or more 
than wheat and oats combined. 

Pastures, especially where  over- 
stocked earlier in the season, have 
failed rapidly. Conditions for the 
State is 63.2. In these sections, too, 
brood sows,*half-fat hogs and cattle 
are being marketed, but there is no 
scare and farmers generally are hold- 
ing on to their stock, which is below 
normal in numbers. 

Missouri apple crop has dropned to 
43.4, while the peach crop is only 
about 15 per cent.

Lets of Wheat in Country. 

One would think from the reports 
being received that there was not a 
bushel of wheat in this country or 
Canada, although officials declare 
the Canadian crop is in excellent con- | 
Cition, and promises a crop not much 
less than last year's, which not only 
broke all records but left suppiles on 
hand so large that receipts in Win. 
nipeg now are he 600 to 700 
ears a day, compared th 80 and 40 
cars a year ago. 

It is amusing to note that the crop 
experts declare that high tempera- 
tures and iots of moisture are the 
ideal conditions for black rust de- 
velopment, and they “destroyed” the 
domestic spring wheat crop on thpse 

rounds. Then the same experts cross 
nto Canada, where the temperatures 
have been unseasonably low, with 
lots of moisture, and declare the crop 
destroyed there.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Activities of 
persons suspected of being spies em- 
ployed by foreign Governments to ac- 
quire information regarding the nature 
and extent of the defenses of the Pan- 
ama Canal, have made the administra- 
tion decide to request Congress to 3up- 
plement the existing laws against the 
improper acquisition of knowledge of 
military and naval plans and fortifice- 
tions. 

Representatives of the Department of 
Justice and the War and Navy Depart- 
ments have been in conference on the 
subject, and it is expected that they 
will agree upon some very drastic le- 
isiation to be submitted to Congress. 
It is possible that the scope of the cun- 
ference may be extended beyond the 
original ideas of a mere protection of 
the secrets of American coast defenses, 
to cover generally such attempts as have 
been common since the beginning of tiic 
present war to destroy powder and -mnu- 
nition plants, upon which the United 
States Government must rely in time »7 
trouble. 

Several of the military powers. of the 
world are believed to have undertaken 
to obtain information as to the char- 
acter ~of the defenses of the Panama 
Canal. The latest incident to excite sus 
picion is the operations of a little Jap- 
anese power vessel, ostensibly a fishing 
launch, which sought to obtain a perinit 
for pearl fishing in the waters of Pan- 
ama Bay and vicinity. The Panama 
authorities have been warned that this 
craft appeared to have been making sur- 
véeys and that these were not confined 
to the water, but extended to the isth- 
mus proper. 

While these operations may have been 
perfectly innocent in intent, and on'y 
guch soundings were made and bearings; 
taken as might be incident to the pur- 
suit of pearl fisheries, the Canal Zine 
authorities have regarded the matter as 
of sufficient importance to warrant in- 
vestigation and report to Washington. 
Meanwhile, licenses have been withheld 
until some general line of policy can be 
formulated to govern all such cases.

Not ‘a Progressive Ballot Asked 
For—Socialists Polied 81 
Votes. 


The official count of the vote of St. 
Louis County in Tuesday’s primary elec- 
tion, in all the 55 precincts, was com- 
piled yesterday by the County Court in 
Clayton. It showed that, in the contest 
for the nominations for Governor, 11,447 
Republican votes and 1966 Democratic 
votes were cast, besides 81 Socialists, 4 
Socialist Labor and 1 Prohibition party 
vote. The total vote for Governor was 
12.499. 

The Socialists and members of minor 
parties had no incentive to vote in the 
primary, as there was no contest for the 
nominations on those tickets. No one 
called for the ballot of the Progressive 
party, which, four years ago, in coali- 
tion with the Democrats, elected some 
of the county officials.

Meeker won 
the Tenth District Republican Congres- 
sional nomination by his plurality over 
Essen in the city. Essen’s county plu- 
rality was only 2063.

Fall for Fear of Frost. 


William Elbring, Highway Commis- 
sioner of St. Louis County, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that no 
work will be started this year on the 
good roads for which a bond issue of $3,- 
000,000 was voted last February. The 
reason, he says, is that concrete paving 
or brick paving with a concrete base 
cannot be done after the middle of Oc- 
tober without frost ruining it, and the 
necessary preliminaries will consume 
the greater part of the time to-Oct. 15. 

Work that can be done and probably 
will be done, he says, is the grading of 
one or two roads and the building of 
bridges and culverts. It is probable that 
the first work of this kind will be done 
on Page avenue from Link road, three 
miles east. 

Advertising for bids for the first issue 
of bonds, Elbring says, will consume two 
weeks. Advertising for and receiving 
bids and awarding contracts will oc- 
cupy three more weeks. It is usual to 
allow contractors 10 days or two weeks 
to assemble their machinery, material 
and men. Then allowance must be made 
for unforeseen delays, so that by the 
time contractors got ready for work 
there would be danger fron: frost. 

Work will begin early next April, El- 
bring said, and as many miles of road 
will be built as can be paid for with the 
$600,000 which is the limit of expenditure 
in any one year.

It wasn’t that way even a few years ago. Then when 
& Man was called wealthy it meant that he had a good 
farm and his name would be worth, perhaps, $10,000 at 
a bank. But the oi] came—came unexpectedly—in a 
night almost, and nowadays they are as reckless with 
figures as a city contractor is with paving bricks. Much 
of it may be natural exaggeration, yet there is no doubt 
that riches have flowed into that 
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country and the people have not yet 
This prosperity is so recent that i, See 
they haven’t even selected a “Queen” Eee 
as yet. Of course, there always :uust : 
be a “Queen” wherever great wealth 
is; whether she is the “Queen of 
the Diamond Mines,” the “‘Queen of 
the Reinforced Concrete [ndusiry,” 
the “Queen of the Wheat Vields” or 
the “Queen of the Oil Wells.” By 
this title is usually meant some fre- 
possessing young woman whose fam- 
ily has prospered more than the 
others. But, while Butler hasn't of- 
ficially crowned her “Queen” as yet, 
one has already been nominated. She 
is Miss Ethel Varner, eldest daughter 
of Frank Varner, a pioneer among 
Augusta’s newly rich. 
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persuaded a Wichita capitalist to back 
him and they got a number of valuable 
leases. The first few holes drilled were 
dry and the Wichita man quit the game, 
leaving Marshall in worse condition than 
when he started. The few leases he was 
able to save from the wreckage are turn- 
ing out good. 

One of the pieces he saved was an old 
church lot, used a great many years ago 
as a burial ground and on which the old 
church building is still standing, but has 
not been used for church purposes in re- 
cent years. His seven-sixteenths interest 
in ‘the first well on the church lease 
brought him $13,500 last month and he 
has several other fine drilling proposi- 
tions under way.

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Although he has rapidly become 
wealthy, Mr. Varner’s riches have not 
spoiled him or materially interfered with his manner 
of life. 

He is a strict disciplinarian and in his immediate 
household his word is the law. According to his view- 
point the family always had plenty before his oil lands 
made him the richest man in the community, even 
though they may have gotten along with the bare neces- 
sities, and being wealthy is no reason why they should 


His present income is something like $2500 a day, and 
it is growing with the natural increase in production 
from. his royalties. Varner started his career in Kan- 
Bas as a wood chopper in the winter and herded sheep 
during the summer. By close attention to his affairs 
and hard work he was able, 15 years ago, to buy the 
land that is bringing him in such a princely income. 
He never particularly courted anybody’s friendship 
or took much interest in the little social and business 
affairs that are dear to the hearts of the averaga 
farmer. 

He hitched up his team and went to town when it 
was necessary and drove leisurely home when his busi- 
ness affairs were attended to. He has never affiliated 
with church or lodge, though the members of his fam- 
ily have always been accorded the privilege of worship- 
ing as they saw fit. Sinee his wealth commenced to 
pile up he moved his family to town, but the change was 
probably due to the fact that his fields of corn and 
alfalfa have been destroyed by the oil driller. Recently 
he spent a big sum for municipal bonds, but municipal 
bonds carry a fair rate of interest and are considered a 
safe investment in Kansas. 


Varner’s most vulnerable point, those who know him 
best say, is his fondness for his eldest daughter. So 
if Miss Ethel is not already the acknowledged “Queen,” 
it is not unlikely that she soon will be. 

A. T. Kramer is another who has profited immensely 
by the discovery of oil, having several producing wells 
on his land which brings him in an income of better 
than a thousand dcllars a day, besides the bonus money 
he received for leasing. He will soon be rated in the 
millionaire class. In Mr. Kramer’s case it cannot be 
said that he is tight-fisted, for he is not only getting 
some enjoyment out of his money himself, but has come 
to the assistance of some of his friends and relatives. It 
is reported that he paid off the indebtedness on his sis- 
ter’s store business in Augusta, leaving the slate 
clean and with sufficient capital to insure the success of 
the venture. At present he and the family are spending 
the. hot season in the cool places in California. 


“Uncle” Henry gMoyle has inherited a fortune from 
oil and gas. Moyle’s gas holdings were bringing him in 
$100 a day before royalties boosted him into the charmed 
circle. One deal in which he figured recently brought 
him and his associates close to $500,000. He says they 
could have made twice as much if one of their num- 
‘ber has not got “cold feet” and forced them to sell. 
(For almost half a century Moyle conducted a grocery 
}in Augusta. He went there before the buffaloes moved 
farther west and endured al) the hardships of pioneer 
He owns several hundred acres of land and will 
ve a fortune to each of his children.

In the early history of the gas industry 
three Augusta business men—Hugh Leon- 
ard, B. H. Cornelius and R. A. Haines—procured several 
leases, among the number one adjoining the famous 
Varner lease. They drilled several wells and spent 
several thousand dollars, much of which they borrowed. 
They were going badly, when oil was struck on the Var- 
ner farm and it is said that one of them once offered 
to dispose of his interest in the company for $100. 

A short time later one of the big companies offered 
$200,000 for the lease, but the offer was refused. They 
now have three fine producing wells and a half-dozen 
more about due to be brought in. They recently refused 
another offer of $300,000 for the property and were asked 
to name a price, which they refused to do. Theirs is one 
of the most valuable leases in that section of the field. 

Deering J. Marshall, an Augusta youth, has had a 
remarkable career. He had nothing to start on, but

them will stray from the nar- 
row path all right when the 
shock has worn off, and they 
will make up for a_ good 
many things they have 
missed, but to date but com- 
paratively few of them have 
given any advance notice of 
their intentions to do so. 

There are other farmers 
all. over the county who have 
received from their oil leases 
more money than they had 
ever hoped to possess in the 
world. It is expected that 
this county, when statistics 
are compiled, will be far 
ahead of any in the State in 
point of wealth. 

The first oil in the county 
was struck in the farm of 
Edward Varner, five miles 
southwest of Augusta. It 
was the ffirst deep boring 
made in the field, which was 
being operated as a gas field 
by the Wichita Natural Gas Co. For some time the 
fact that oil had been found was covered up by the 
operators and not until they were ferced to remove 
the cap from the hole was it generally known that 
there were untold riches in oil beneath. 

The Wichita company, known as the Empire Gas and 
Fuel Co., controlled by the Doherty interests of New 
York, are said to have made millions. The company got 
the cream of what was considered at the time the oil 
territory, but so vast is the area that other producing 
companies have secured valuable holdings, some of 
them at an enormous price. 

Oil men say there is not another instance in the United 
States where the average lease price to the acre was as 
great. In the Pennsylvania and Ohio field $1 an acre,

church yard 
and drilled oil wells on it. 
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Hiding in the bush of the Sierra Leone 
hinterlands, the members of this ter- 
rible brotherhood offer human sacri- 
fices to their fetish—How the British 
Government is trying to stamp it out 
and is meeting but indifferent success 


NCE more the British Government has 
undertaken to stamp out a quasi-religious 
murder society, which, if not as numer- 
ous as the terrible thuggee of India, is 
certainly not less deadly. It is the society 
of Human Leopards, with its imitators, 
the society of Human Baboons and the 
society of Human Alligators of Sierra Leone. 

A Special Commission Court began, several years ago 
to try members of the Human Leopards. Many of them 
have been convicted of murder and have been hanged. 
Others have been sentenced to life imprisonment, while 
still others have been banished from their own country. 
Rigid laws have been passed making it a felony even 
to belong to the society or to have in one’s possession 
certain of its insignia. 

Yet, in spite of that, members of the court are doubt- 
ful that the organization has been wiped out of ex- 
istence. Such is the fear it has inspired among the 
natives that it is almost impossible to get evidence 
against it and one investigator, a distinguished member 
of the English bar, is of the opinion that many years 
will be required before Sierra Leone will see the last of 
the Human Leopards. 

Sierra Leone is a narrow strip of land on the West 
Africa ceast. While it is rich in agricultural produce 
and fruits, it is damp and miasmatic, often swept by 
pestilences. In former years slavers frequently ravaged 
it. Its inhabitants are, for the most part, negro bush- 
men, rather above the average in intelligence of the sav- 
ages living around them. 

Although Christian missionaries have frequently vis- 
ited it and have made many converts, the bulk of the 
population are fetish worshipers. Even some of the na- 
tive Christians secretly tremble in awe of evil “‘medi- 
cine.” In fact, one of the men prosecuted in a Human 
Leopard case was a negro missionary, born in America. 
Although much damaging evi- 
dence was found against him, 
the Judges decided it was not 
sufficient and he was acquitted. 

It was through the efforts of 
the natives themselves to find 
some protection from _ the 
ravages of the blood-thirsty so- 
ciety that the British Govern- 


ment took up the matter. For 
many years there had . been 
mysterious murders, said to 


have been committed by men 
clad in leopard skins and using 
a curious three-pronged knife. 
When these got so numerous at 
a given village that the in- 
habitants could no longer stand 
it, they summoned a clan ot 
“‘witch doctors,’ known as 
Tongo players, and asked them 
to determine the guilty. 

As a matter of fact, the 
Tongo players went about their 
work of detection systematical- 
ly, although they always gave 
the impression that they were 
aided by supernatural powers. 
They would send spies ahead of 
them into the villages and these 
seemed to have some means of 


finding out who were Human 
Leopards. On an appointed 
day, the players would come, a A native 


huge fire would be built and 
every man, woman and child, from the highest to the 
humbilest, was compelled to be present. 

The players would begin a weird, religious dance, 
gradually working themselves and the spectators into 
a frenzy. Then, at a dramatic moment, their leaders 
would point out certain men and these would be prompt- 
ly seized and thrown into the fire. In one instance, 80 
persons, including the principal chief of a town, were 
killed in this manner. 

On May 5, 1892, the colonial Government issued a proc- 
lamation which forbade the Tongo dance and banished 
all the Tongo players from the country. With the dread 
of these witch doctors gone, however, the Human Leo- 
pards became more daring than ever and, it became 
known to the whites for the first time, practiced can- 
nibalism in addition to their murders 


Dressed in a leopard skin, the murderer crept upon the slecp- 
ing boy and stabbed him with a three-pronged knife. 


The Government then passed a drastic bill making 
it a penal offense for any person to have in his pos- 
session a leopard skin shaped so as to make a man 
wearing it resemble a leopard, a three-pronged knife, 
a certain kind of whistle and a native “medicine” or 
fetish, known as “borfima.”’ The preamble to this ordi- 
mance read: . 

“Whereas there exists in the Imperri country a so- 
ciety known by the name of the Human Leopard So- 
ciety, formed for the purpose of committing murder; 
and, whereas, many murders have been committed by 
men dressed so as to resemble leopards and armed with 
a three-pronged knife, commonly known as a leopard 
knife, or other weapon; and, 
whereas, owing to the number of 
these murders and the difficulty 
of detecting the perpetrators of 
the same, it is expedient to amend 
the law.” 

Later other laws were enacted 
which made banishment. the 
penalty for any chief who per- 
mitted an assemblage of Human 
Leopards in his territory and 
provided that any person even 
suspected of membership, where 
it could not be proven, should be 
sent into exile. Even these stern 
enactments failed to check the 
operations of the organization 
and finally the Commission Court 
was sent into the hinterlands to 
make a general investigation, 
with authority to try any persons 
accused. In 1903 a special Cir- 
cuit Court was appointed to try 
Human Leopard cases. 

It was not until July, 1912, 
however, that the court’was able 
to accomplish much. A murder 
took place at Imperri, but the 
murderers were interrupted at 
their work. A man who was 
concerned in the crime, but was 
not one of the actual murderers, 
was arrested. The others threw 
the whole blame upon him, and, 
out of revenge, he told the 
whole story, giving the names of everybody implicated. 
In the course of his statement he laid bare a whole 
series of similar crimes. 

In this way, the authorities learned of 30 Human 
Leopard murders in five years and upwards of 400 
persons, some of them paramount chiefs (Mahawas) and 
sub-chiefs (Mahawrus), were arrested. Evidence was 
found against 108 of them and they were committed for 
trial. Sir William Brandford Griffith, a former Chief 
Justice of the Gold Coast Colony, was sent out from 
England to become President of the Court and the trials 
began in the latter part of December, 1912. 

The prosecutions developed that the Human Leopard 
Society was an outgrowth of a much older secret or- 
ganization among the natives, known as the Poro. Only 
men were eligible to membership. The neophytes were 
taken into the bush when

young to serve a long ap- 
prenticeship, in which 
they first became the 
servants of the members 
and gradually were au- 
vanced through successive 
degrees. Secret signs and 
symbols were explained 
to them and finally, when 
the period of initiation 
was over they were brand- 
ed on the hip with a pe 
culiar mark. 


The fetish they held in 
the highest veneration 
vas the “Borfima,” a word 
meaning “medicine bag.” 
It was usually a leather 
package which contains, 
among other things, the 
white of an egg, the blood, 
fat and other parts of a 
human being, the blood of 
a cock and a few grains 
of rice. To make it effi- 
cacious, however, it had

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to be “fed” occasionally. 
This feeding consisted of 
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anointing it with human fat and smearing it with 
human blood. It was for the purpose of feeding the 
ftorfima that formal murders took place from time to 
time, and these musders were invariably followed by 
cannibalistic rites. 

It was the duty of a member who had received some 
great good fortune to provide a sacrificial victim. As 
good fortune usually meant an appointment to some 
important office, such as a chieftaiucy or subchieftancy, 
the victims often were selected by the highest native 
officials in a village. Such an arrangement also min- 
imized the danger of detection, as the chiefs, in their 
civi! roles, subsequently had charge of all crime in- 
vestigations. 

A typical case brought before the court was that of 
a murder at the town of Kale, in the Mende country. 
Three men were charged with the murder of a boy 
named Kalfalla, 14 years old. The three accused were 
all headmen and men of importance. Kalfalla was the 
son of one of them and was, at the time of his death, 
in the process of being initiated into the Poro. 

Three boys who were neophytes with him furnished 
the evidence. They said that while they were in the 
Poro bush at another place, two of the accused came for 
them and they were transferred to the Poro bush at 
Kale. They slept together in a grass hut. 

One evening, they testified, the boy’s father and the 
other defendants came to them and told them they were 
fo sleep that night in another place. They obeyed. To- 
ward morning they were awakened and they saw one 
of the prisoners holding Kalfalla by the legs while an- 
other, who was dressed in a leopard skin, was bending 
over him. The three made an outcry and the murderers 
ran, leaving their victim dead behind them. The boys 
said they heard a noise as of a large number of persons 
hidden in the grass outside also running. 

Soon after this, the father of the murdered boy re- 
appeared and seemed to be grieving over the body of 
his son. There was a consultation of the headmen of the 
Poro and it was decided to bury the boy and give out 
that he had died from snake bite. The witnesses were 
compelled to swear on the Borfima that they would not 
reveal what they had seen. 

The prisoners declared that Kalfalla had been killed 
by a bush leopard. The court disregarded their plea. 
Two, including the father, were condemned to death and 
publicly executed. The third was found guilty as ac- 
cessory after the fact and was sentenced to life impris- 
onment. He was a leading member of the society. 

In another trial, the workings of the society were more 
fully revealed. On a certain night, messengers of the 
society were sent to call all the members to a meeting 
in a secret place. When they arrived they proved mem- 
bership by giving the grip of the society and took their 
places. No light was permitted and the proceedings 
were in total darkness. 

At midnight the president, also the most important 
man in the chiefdom, arrived with his staff. He an- 
nounced that. he had called the members together to 
consider the questio ding “food” for their 
medicine—that i as some time ce the parent Bor- 
fima had beep’Ted and that it was necessary that indi- 
as should be blooded and anointed. 


son, 


, under instructions from his uncle, spread his 
porch that night and went to sleep. About 
midnight the murderers, clad in leopard skins. crept 
up to him. One seized him and while the other stabbed 
him the boy’s groans awakened some women and their 
screams aroused the whole village. The murderers tried 
to drag the body away, but a crowd quickly gathered. 
They fied into the bush, warned their brethren, hid 
their regalia and quietly slipped back into the town and 
mingled with the populace. It was given out that a bush 
leopard had attacked the boy. 

The matter reached the Commissioner's ears and aft- 
er an investigation, 54 members of the society were ar- 
rested. Four were found guilty and hanged. Two were 
sentenced to death, but their sentences were commuted 
to life imprisonment. One was found to be an accessory 
and also was imprisoned for life. 

In this way, crime after crime was disclosed. Shock- 
ing details of the cannibalistic rites were revealed in 
court. It was found that the ramifications of the society 
reached throughout the court. In some remote ane, 
kindred organizations, such as the Human Baboon So- 
ciety and the Human Alligator Society were 3

Yes, of course, autos have faces, eyes, ears, cheeks (as well as cheek) 
and even a nose. The St. Louis police are learning to distinguish 
different makes of cars by their facial characteristics. 


O you know that every automobile has a face? 
Do you know that it has eyes, ears, a nose and other facial characteristics? 
Of course, if you drive a car yourself, you are able to differentiate between 
the more popular makés. And even if you have never indulged in that 
necessary luxury you are able to distinguish between a flivver and a seven- 
passenger touring car. But to name correctly the make of every car that whizzes 
by you, whether you are driving or walking, is a task for an expert. 

At the present time the members of the Traffic Squad of the St. Louis Police 
Department—the policemen who are stationed on the main thoroughfares along 
which there is a continuous stream of motor cars of all descriptions, are learning 
how to identify the various makes of automobiles. The reasons are obvious, for 
the automobile plays a big part in the activities of those who intentionally and 
unintentionally fracture the laws. 

The method of this automobile identification which is being taught is based on 
the characteristics of the different makes of cars. To simplify the system the 
automobile may be compared to a human being and the policemen thus become 
able to identify it from three angles—face, profile and rear. . 

While it may seem absurd to say that a car has a pug or a Roman nose, small 
or large ears, it is of great importance if one is anxious to determine the make of 
a car ata glance. The nose of an automobile—that is, the angle made by its hood— 
is a good index to its Jineage. Once the various types of “noses”’’ are learned, a side 
view of a car will give an immediate clew to its make. The eyes and ears, of course, 
betray its make to one who has a front 
view. The eyes are the lamps and the 
ears the mudguards, and they are dif-

The descriptions of stolen cars, cars 
containing escaping criminals or those 
wanted for any other reason, are always given in official police bulletins to the 
members of the Traffic Squad. Consequently the “factors of identification” — 
the eyes, ears and profiles of cars--have to be detected quickly. In fact, a 


policeman should be able to tell the 
make of a car at a glance. It may take 
him a long time to do so, but the re 
sults are worth the trouble. 

However, this knowledge should not be restricted 
to members of the Police Department. Nearly every- 
one is more or less concerned with automobiles these 
days and motor gossip plays such an important part in 
our daily life that familiarity with the various makes 
of cars is almost necessary to carry on an ordinary 
conversation. Certainly, the study of automobile faces 
is as interesting as many other fads, and it has the 
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additional advantage of being of real 


practical value. 


A Typewriter That Prints Advertising Copy for 


DMITTING that the business of advertising has 
attained the standing of a science,’ to be im- 
partial it is necessary also to admit that the 
planning or “laying out’’ of copy for printers 

has oeen a crude process until recently. It has beer 
the practice roughly to sketch by hand the larger or 
display type lines, and indicate with pencil lines or 
Squares the position and tentative extent of the smaller 
or body type lines. In some instances copy writers 
have typewritten the body type matter on the layout 
sheet; but, needless to say, in most cases the typewriting 
is out of all proportion with the printer’s type. 

Thus it will be seen that the relation between the 
layout sheet and the printer’s work has been a very 
loose one indeed, resulting in much misunderstanding 
and difficulties. For this reason there has been an 
urgent need for some form of typewriter that could be 
actually used to print the advertising copy and more 
or less closely match the work of the printer. Such a 
machine has been developed through the efforts of Mr. 
John R. Rogers, an inventor whose work on the lino- 


type has been instrumental in the development of that 
machine. However, the groundwork was in the form 
of two machines made. under the patent granted to James 
B. Hammond in 1908, and laid aside for several years. 
A few months ago, without knowledge of the ex- 
istence of the patent mentioned, Mr. Rogers and the 
typewriter experts started in on their work of develop- 
ing a variable-spacing, multiple-type machine, which 
has. since taken the form of a display typewriter. The 
new machine can be used with any style of type, with 
°0 different fonts already manufactured to select from. 
The paramount feature of the machine is that the letter 
spacing used may be increased with the side of the let- 
ter, the adjustment for the varying sizes of type being 
arranged by a little lever right in the machine; thus, 
with a six-point body printer’s type, or miniature Ro- 
man in typewriter type, not only 18 characters may be 
written to the inch, but at various other spacings as 
well, if so desired. Larger type may be written in their 
respective or proportional spacings, practically if not 
quite in accordance with the spacing used in printing

type. Finally, it is claimed that the aligning or “justify¢ 
ing” of the right hand endings may be brought to an 
even margin because of the variable spacing, this being | 
a matter of skill on the part of the operator. 

At the present time the new typewriter makes use of 
a large display type nearly one-half inch high, together 
with nearly twenty other fonts of all shapes and sizes, 
with the typewriter spacing both between the letter and 
between the line adjustable to the wish or judgment of 
the operator. 

The general appearance of any printed advertisement 
can be duplicated with the new typewriter, as can also 
any other class of printed matter. It is now possible 
to prepare advertising copy or other forms of copy in 
such a manner that not only the trend of thought em- 
bodied but also the typographical qualities of the work 
can be studied before being set up in type. Further, the 
individuality of the ideas of the advertising copy writer 
may be carried out in his own copy rather than leaving 
this individuality almost wholly to the typesetter as 
heretofore.

LTHOUGH infantile paraly- 
sis has fixed its dread- 
ful grasp upon the body 
of Estelle Asckenasy, 
6-year-old daughter of

Cates avenue, St. Louis, the scourge 
of childhood bas had so littie power 
upon her mind and courage that she 
bas become one of the most talented 
children of her age in the city. She 
is the official story teller in her kin- 
dergarten class, she is in demand as 
a singer at entertainments, she plays 
the piano and she composes pieces 
which a music house is thinking of 
publishing. : 


With the aid of braces and a cane to 
support her limbs, she can laboriously 
hobble about the house, but her 
hopes have already traveled on wings into. the 
future, where she beholds herself as the heroine of a 
great career in music. “What are you going to be 
when you grow up,” her mother asked her, “a singer, 
a pianist or a composer?” “I'm going to be a singer 
and a pianist, and a composer,” the child replied with 
sunny confidence. The fact that she cannot run about 
and play like other children has not soured her temper 
or made her precociously bitter; she seems almost un- 
conscious of her infirmity, and is always gay and cheer- 
ful, and ready for a laugh. 

Her father, a native of Rumania, is an accomplished 
linguist, and is rather well known as a writer of short 
stories and articles in the Jewish press. Her mother 
was & piano’ teacher before her marriage. So that 
Estelle, since her birth, has been surrounded by music 
and refining influences. Before she was three years 
old she astonished her mother by singing the melodies 
of compositions she played on the piano, with few mis- 
takes of time or pitch. One of the first tunes she 
learned to carry was the love song from “The Chocolate 
Soldier.” 

She was aiso learning to pick out melodies at the 
piano, when she was stricken down by infantile paral- 
ysis, the disease which has wrought such havoc this 
summer in New York.

“It is Because your father was cruel and unforgiv- 
ing,” they tell her, “that that terrible divorce suit 
came about; and your mother has proved in ways that 
are unmistakable that she would not want to live 
without you. And nearly all the things your father’s 
friends have told you of your mother were never true, 
s0—by- all. means, child’—and here they smile and 
fondle the flaxen hair of the wistful little girl—‘“by 
all means, child, choose your mother!” 


Between these friends who advise her so differently 
it is not to be wondered at that Helen feels there must 
be a great mystery of which she knows but little; the 
mystery of those days in the courtroom after which 
she never again saw her mother and father together; 
the mystery of the many dramatic episodes in her 
young life which were invariably followed by so many 
pictures in the newspapers of “Genevieve Chandler 
Phipps” and “Larry Phipps.” 

When “Veva” Chandler went to school in the red 
brick schoolhouse just off the main street in Central 
City, Mo., there were other thoughts beneath her yel- 
low hair than those of her lessons.

The husband began divorce proceedings the day of 
his arrival in Denver; his charges startled society, 
which immediately divided into two opposing camps.

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T Annals of the Old Cahokia Court of 130 


Years Ago 


M. Quinette was placed on a horse, with his face 
to the tail, and it was led from 
jail to the church. 


T. CLAIR COUNTY antiquarians are gloating 
over their newest acquisition, which is a 
court record 120 years old. Every once in 
a while, when Chicago gets brash and over- 
bearing, Belleville simply has to take it down 
a peg or two by muttering something about 
“young whippersnappers,” and “upstarts,” 
and looks around in refined amazement, as if wonder- 
ing who in the world this intrusive person can be, 
anyway. For Belleville and St. Clair County certainly 
are members of one of the first of the first families in 
Iilinois and have little patience with egregious nou- 
veaux riches. 

Naturally it is one of Belleville's chief pleasures in 
life to collect traditions and preserve archives. In this, 
perhaps, it is not vastly different from many another 
American aristrocracy for, alas, too often about all 
some American aristocracies pave left are traditions 
and archives. Not, of course, that this is true about 
Belleville, for everybody knows it isn’t. At the same 
time, no pleasant old lady of First Family antecedents 
takes more quiet joy in exhibiting century-old hefr- 
looms than Belleville takes in its ancient records. The 
newest acquisition to the County Museum, therefore, 
has set gentle hearts to paipitating, all the way from 
Marissa to Caseyville. 

It is an age-yellow book containing the minutes of 
the Court of Common Pleas held at Cahokia in the year 
1796. The cause celebre at that particular term of 
court was the suit of Joseph Marries against John 
Dumaulin, Esq., J. P. It is noteworthy that one of the 
Judges was Shadrach Bond, afterwards first Governor 
of Minois. 

The record was found in one of the vaults at the 
Belleville courthouse and was transferred to the 
Museum, of which Probate Judge Frank Perrin is act- 
ing custodian. Not the least of its value is that it is 
one of the first Cahokia Court records in English, those 
of even a few years before being in the French of the 
habitants of the American Bottoms. The minutes of 
the Marries-Dumaulin case appear written in a fine, 
round clerkly hand, easily legible in spite of the age 
of the document. 

Marries, the plaintiff, was a farmer and Squire Du- 
maulin, the defendant, was a Justice of the Peace. The 
farmer complained that the Justice had~ committed 
assault and battery upon his person and that by force 
of arms, towit, swords, guns and pistols, he had seized 
the body of the said Joseph Marries and unlawfully 
thrown him into jail, where he languished for six 
months, to his great distress of mind and to the im- 
pairment of bis besiness. 

Even in those days there was great store of legal 
verbiage in our courts, so the record consists mainly 
of accusation, reply, replication and rejoinder. Out of 
the tangle, however, the following facts appear: 

There was about that time a disturbance among the 
Kickapoo Indians, and the white settlers were greatly 
alarmed.

M. Louis Goud became angry at the insolence of a 
slave and struck him over the head with «a 
club. It cost M. Goud 50 franca and the 
negro 25 lashes for being insolent. 


negroes were convicted of poisoning several persons. 
The sentence was that one of them should be burnt 
alive and a warrant to this effect was written. How- 
ever, the authorities repented of this and, the very next 
day, the penalty was changed to hanging and the sen- 
tence was duly executed. It is imteresting to note 
that one witness testified that he went to the house of 
one of the accused and at the head of a bed he found 
a horn, “filled with boiling blood.” 

The old French records of the Cahokia and Kaskaskia 
courts yield many quaint tales of pioneer justice in 
the American Bottoms. There was one instance in 
which a man was permitted to maintain his business 
and place of residence at an outpost village provided 
he curb the tongue of his wife who, it appears, was 
guilty of much gossip and dangerous conversation with 
Indians. 

Military preparedness in those days was not a mat- 
ter of mere public sentiment but was one in which the 
court took a hand. Dec. 17, 1779, an order of record 
says: 

“On account of the report and testimony which have 
been given in Court about the evil-intentioned savages, 
the court decreed that the officers of the militia shall 
give orders that there be made a general inspection of 
all houses to see if everybody has arms in condition 
and the necessary ammunition for defense, if occa- 
sion arises, and that orders be given to those, who have 
neither, to provide themselves therewith without any 
excuse, because, to all appearances, there are in the 
neighborhood of the village nations who are holding 
hostile talks and are very evilly disposed, according 
to the report of some other savages.” 

Contempt of Court may have been less common then 
than now, but the Judges knew how to punish those 
who gave expression to it. M. Ignace Chatigny having 
remarked, on an occasion, that all magistrates were 
fools, he was haled before the tribunal to explain his 
meaning. He naively remarked that he had said it 
but had not thought his remark would be repeated, 
whereupon the Judges ordered him locked up in jail 
for a week and to pay a fine of 50 livres to the church. 

MM. Levasseur and Prenovaux got into a dificulty 
over the exchange of a gun, and H. Levasseur brought 
suit for certain sums and peltries. Each appeared in 
court and told his version under oath, the two ver- 
sions being diametrically cpposed. “Since they had no 
witnesses,” runs the record, “the Court dismissed them, 
ordered each to pay half the costs and the plaintiff to 
lose half of what he demands for the gun stock.” 
Strange that such a simple way of settling a question 
at issue has gone out of style! 

They were not so finicky in those days about some 
things. For instance, the suit of Pierre Dorion against 
Ch. Ducharme. It seems that M. Dorion and one

“in case there remains anything of the estate of the 
late Hamelin, the M. Lacroix (the Administrator) shall 
be obliged to render account to the said Boismenu for 
the other jug of tafia.” .Tafia, a veracious chronicler 
assures us, was a potent liquor guaranteed to get re- 
sults of surprising rapidity and permanence. 

One assumed a considerable risk if he allowed his 
tongue to outrun his discretion at that time. M. Jean 
Baptiste Bergeron was overheard in St. Louis to say 
that he “ought to set out from here to go to Michil- 
limackinac.” Now Michillimackinac was in British ter- 
ritory and our good Gallic forefathers couldn't under- 
stand why anybody should want to go to British 
territory unless he was a man of base and treasonable 
instincts. Wherefore M. Bergeron was summoned into 
court to make explanation. He said he uttered the 
words in jest. The Judges could not see the joke and 
ordered him jailed for 24 hours~ In addition he was 
notified that if he made similar speeches in the future 
he would be more severely punished. Incidentally, two 
traders from British territory were compelled to find 
bondsmen who would be surety for their good behavior. 

Doctors had a harder time collecting bills than they 
do now, for our canny habitants couldn’t see the jus- 
tice of paying a doctor bill unless the doctor cured his 
patient. M. Isaac Levy brought suit against M. Michel 
Duteau for medical services rendered. M. Duteau's 
defense was that the treatment hadn’t done him any 
good. M. Levy retorted that he hadn't taken the medi- 
cines as prescribed and the court continued the matter 
until the next term, ordering the doctor to continue 
his services and M. Duteau to take the medicine. 

Now M. Levy was rather canny himself. He gave the 
worthy Duteau 60 pills, telling him to take seven the 
first day and to increase the number by one each suc- 
ceeding day until all were taken. Later he gave the 
patient 15 more and set a watch upon him. The watcher 
reported that the pills had been given to Duteau’'s 
children to play with and they had lost them. Duteau 
deciared he had taken them all, whereupon M. Levy 
triumphantly told him that, if he had done so, they 
would have killed him. 

“The Court condemned the defendant,” says the rec- 
ord, “to pay to the plaintiff the price which he had 
agreed to give him, since he had not followed the pre- 
scription, and also to pay the costs.” 

M. Louis Gaud, having become angry at the insolence 
of a negro slave belonging to M. Rene B®Ouvet, struck’ 
the negro over the head with a club so forcibly as to 
prevent the master from enjoying the slave's services 
for several days. The Court ordered M. Gaud to pay 
50 francs to M. Bouvet and ordered M. Bouvet to give 
the negro 25 lashes for being impudent. 

Even in those hospitable times the Shortsport in- 
truded his unwelcome presence. One of this gentry 
participated in a fete in which a barrel of wine was 
consumed but later declined to pay his share. When 
he was taken into court, he declared he considered 
himself an invited guest and not one of the givers of 
the feast. The Judges refused to see it that way, how- 
ever, and by order of Court this pioneer Tightwad was 
compelled to loosen up and p_y his just proportion. 

“At the same Court,” runs an entry, “a petition in 
satisfaction of honor was presented by Francois Camus 
against the named Hardouin. After the parties on both 
sides procured the certificates of witnesses, which are 
found to be contradictory, the two parties were heard 
in their prayers and defenses and all were carefully 
considered and examined; und after the said Hardouin 
declared in the presence of the Court that he regarded 
the said Francois Camus as an honest man and that in 
the conversation he had held he had not intended to 
say that Fr. Camus had stolen a heifer, but that he be- 
lieved that the one he had seen in the yard was his, 
we have denied all the demands of M. Camus against 
the said Hardouin because of his failure to conform 
strictly to the legal forms for his certificates of testi- 
mony; and we condemn the named Hardouin to pay 
104 livres expense occasioned by the said Hardouin for 
petitions, orders and other expenses of justice connected 
with some words, ill-considered and without malice, 
which he may have said.”
